YOKOHAMA, 
Dates hence are to the 13th July. 
A meeting of the American residents wag held at the 
American Consulate to oxpress their deep feeling of sympathy 
and regret for the brutal assassination of President Lincoln. 














“The Prussian brig Typhoon, which left Hong Kong on the 
7th June, was lost on the 30th by striking on a rock. The 
whole of the hands, consisting of captain, officers, and thirteen 
seamen, were saved, arriving in two of the ship's doats at 
Yokohama, on the 3rd July. 

Sir Horry Parkes airived per Her Majesty’s stoamer Jeep 
on the 7th July, and met a cordial reception. 

Mr, Harrison, a member of the firm ef Glover and Co., w 
are the Nagasaki agents of Prince Satsuma, has addressed tt 
following to the Japan Herald in correction of a statement rc 
specting matters at Nagasaki, which statement was given in tr * 
London and China Telegraph of the 28th August :— t 

“ Sir,—Permit me to correct an error which appears in ‘3 
day's issue of the Japan Herald Market Report and Price Curre 
under the head of your Nagasaki intelligence. 

“You stato that the last advices from Nagasaki bring news of 
the presence in that harbour of no less than eighteen steamers 
belonging to Chosiu and Satsuma, In this your correspondent 
has doubly -misinformed you. At the time I left Na- 
gasaki per Union (I believe that vessel brings the 
latest dates), there were eight or nine steamers in port owning 
the flag of Satsuma, some of which were under charter to the 
Japanese Government for conveyance of troops, etc., in connec- 
tion with the Inland Sea expedition. This rather precludes the 
idea that Satsuma and Chosiu are acting in concert, though 
perhaps the latter may have quite as many friends as enemies 
at Kagosima. The report as to the sales of the steamers 
Australian and London may, I trust, prove prophetie—whether 
the buyer be Satsuma or Chosiu. 

“ With regard to the fecling prevalent at Nagasaki, touching 
this crusade against Chosiu, there is no lack of sympathy felt 
and frequently expressed, both by natives and forcigners, 
towards that ill-used Daimio ; and though it may be a present 
necessity on the part of our authorities to recognise and uphold 
the measures of the Tycoon, I am prepared to say, Sir, and 
there are many of my countrymen ready to endorse my senti- 
ments, that the hostile expedition against Chosiu is, as far ay 
Japan is concerned, no less a political blunder than a national 
wrong. Apologising for intruding expressions in your columus

There is no positive news by this mail as to the reported 
attack of the rebels. The following is from the North China 
Herald :—“Either the vast increase made in the numbers of 
the Imperialist armies has had a purely mechanical effect on 
the fortunes of war, or, Chinamen-like, the rebels have been dis- 
heartened by some trifling calamity, and are now a3 eager to 
escape as they were befure anxious to press onwards, The 
history of strategic operations in China is a history of alternate 
successes and reverses, not such in the sense wherein we as 
Europeans would use the terms, but arising from some unforeseen 











conjunction of circumstances which encourages oue side while 
casting the other into a corresponding state of despoudency. The 
miraculous interventions, so often dwelt on in the Peking 
Gazettes, in acknowledgmeut of which temples or votive tablets 
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are decreed to the favouring deity, are simply circumstances uo- 
important in themselves, whence comfort and support are 
derived by one side, disquiet and dejection by the other. 
Whatever be the cause, whether the local deities have declared 
for the sacred right of kings, or whether the overwhelming 
force brought to bear by the Imperialists is having its natural 
effect, the result is that the Nienfei bands are gradually re- 
tiring before the Government troops, and have already sent 
large bodies into Shansi in order to secure a footing in that 
province. This would appear to be the first step towards a 
return to Kansu, whence in the first instance they came. 
There, amid vast plains, surrounded by lofty and rugged moun- 
tains, the rebellion took its rise, and there it will in! 
all probability be extinguished. However paradoxical it may | 
appear, we are always astonished at either side succeeding in a 

purely Chinese struggle. Tho odds are so nicely balanced so 

far as disorganisation and want of discipline go, the likelihood | 
of running away is so exactly divided between the two sides, 

the venality of the officers is so important an clement in the 

constitution of both armies, that we are equally struck with 

‘amazement, no matter which side remains faithful to its colours, 

Whatever may be the cause, the Imperialist are now enjoying 

the smiles of fortune at tho expense of their less fortunate op- 

ponents, nor does our experience of the Nienfei lead us to | 
regret the reverses which have of late befallen them.”

SHANGHAT. 

The steamer Shaflesbury arrived from England on the 18th 
July, via Bombay, and by her telegrams from London to the 
15th June were received.

The following account of the wreck of the steamers Fukien 
and Lalla Rovkh is from the North China Herald ;— 

Amongst the very few incidents which have varied the current of Shanghai 
life, the wreck of the steamers Fukien and Lalla Rookh claim the first 

lace. Full particulars of the former catastrophe have already been pub- 
ished in the lucal papers, ‘The Fukien left Shanghai on the 13:h July 
at 2p.m. for Hong Kong, and during the night of the same day, she being 
then in the centre of the “ Ficherman’s Group,” ran stem on to an island 
with so much force as to her bow nearly twenty feet on the surface of 
the rock. Ske instantly commenced to fill, and as there were forty 
fathoms of water under her stern, the utmost expedition was necessary to 
secure the lives of the crew and passengers. In fact, within twent 
minutes after striking she sank. 
oats, and the weather though foggy was calm. 
fore experienced in landing the people on boa 
‘or personal property was saved. 
are reported to have 
own safety while devoting themselves to the foreign and native passengers. 
‘The resuit was that no accident of any kind occurred, and the entire num- 
ber of human beings on board was landed safe and sound, but in a most 
miserable plight, on the island. They were next day relieved by a junk 
and a foreiyn brig, by which they were carried to Chiuhue, and thence to | 
Ningpo by the Fire Dart. It is said that the wreck was occasioned by the 
captain having mistaken one of the Tripods for the island of Video. 
No particulars as to the wreck of the Lalla Rookh have yet reached us. 
She left Shanghai on the 18th July, and was seen by the “Fire art at 9 { 
P.M. on the same day. Up to the time of the Fire Dart’s departure 
from Ningpo at 5p.M.on the 19th nothing had been heard of her. and 
she must therefore have been wrecked during the night of the 18th or 
moming of the 10th. She way this day, 2st, reported wreeked on the 
North West Horn, but the time of the occurrence has not been specified. 

ULM’s troop ship Adventure left on the 19th July, for’

Much eredit is due to the officers, who

During these days no 
animals were to be killed for food, nor were the faithful and 
obedient to transgress the modest bounds of rico and fish. 
The object of this penance was to pacify .the rain-god, but un- 
fortunately the 11th inst. was wetter than any day which had 
preceded it. The Magistrate, however, persevered, and again 
directed that three days should be devoted to fasting, with, as 
it turned out, the like result, The attempt to cajole the 
offended deity may therefore be looked on as a notable failure, 

The Chinese authorities have come to what we (North 
China Herald) consider an exceedingly wise conclusion 
with regard to the commandantship of the camp of instruc- 
tion at Fungwang. We have already set forth the reasons 
which appeared to us to suggest the appointment of an officer 
unconnected with any of the regular armies, and these reasons 
have induced the local government to confer the post on Major 
Jebb's second in command, Mr. Winstanley. We are con- 
vinced that{no better selection could have jbeen made, as Mr. 
Winstanley has had long experience in the Queen’s service, 
and is now fully acquainted with the working of the camp, 
while be has gained the confidence of the Chinese, and stands 
in no danger of being suddenly and arbitrarily removed from 
his post. 

It is reported that Burgevine has been beheaded at Soochow. 
From Nanking it is reported that the Hunan and Hupeh troops 


| stationed at Nanking refused to follow Tseng Kuo-fan on his 


expedition into the Shantung province, When Li Hung-chang 
arrived he found the garrison in a state bordering on mutiny, 
which was not appeased even by his presence, although he is 
said to possess considerable influence over the hardy warriors of 
the central provinces. After much ineffectual cajolery, he at 
length issued a notification giving the troops two days wherein 
to consider their decision, threatening that those who at the 
end of that period still persisted in their refusal should be de- 
prived of all their property, andexccuted. On the day named, 
the men still holding out, two of the ringleaders were beheaded, 
whercupon the remainder signified their willingness to start. 
Since the capture of Nanking the troops have made themselves 
excessively comfortable, have seized or built houses, and amassed 
a fair share of money.

HONG KONG. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

$ir,—Macdonald Stephenson's China Railway Company has 
met with a less prosperous support than its very sanguine 
projectors appear to have hoped for. The committee, which 
was formed for the purpose of taking the opinion of the 








; Canton authorities, have recently been called together to receive 


acdecidedly unfavourable report; in fact, if rumour speaks 
truly, a refusal of any species of sanction oa the part of the 
Provincial Government to any operation in the nature of that 
proposed. ‘The fact is, that, as many people are beginning to 
see, China is as little ripe for railways to-day as Turkey was 
thirty years ago, and stands in infinitely less need of any such 
appliance than perhaps any other existing nation, The means 
of commuuication are so widely ramifyivg, so convenient, and 
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(go cheap, that the population feels little inconvenience, com- 

. paratively, im the matter of either passenger traffic or 
of the transport of merchandize. For speed, as a benefit 
per se, it is very difficult to bring an Asiatic to express 
‘or feel any lively admiration; what the masses ask for, 
especially in a country like China, is, before all, free- 
dom from disturbance, and in the next place, safety and 
moderation in price. Tho passage boats, which accomplish the 
journey of twelve miles between Canton and Fatshan in about 
‘three hours, charge a Chinese passenger with his baggage the 
sum of forty cask, or twopence, for the journey; and if the 
China Railway Company were to attempt to compete in price 
with such opponents, they would, apparently, havo to issue 
tickets at a rate which would not contribute largely to swelling 
the annual balance. In fact, a more matl-@-propos selection of 
a route for inaugurating railways in China could probably not 
have been discovered by the most careful investigator. Apart 
from all consideration of the peculiar vigour of the Cantonese 
mind in opposing the spread of foreign influence in the inte- 
rior, the most casual observer of the country to be traversed 
must be struck by the unusual amount of disturbance of pri- 
vate property and of public traftie which the construction of the 
proposed railway would cntail. Perhaps the most thickly popu- 
Jated nook in all China isthe flat and fortile tract of paddy land 
stretching between Canton and its offshoot, the great trading 
and manufacturing town of Fatshan, This district, in which 
the population is numbered by the hundred thousand, is known 
as tho “ Ninety-six Villages,” the name adopted by the asso- 
ciated country people who have banded themselves for the 
last twenty years in opposition, first to foreigners and next to 
the rebel banditti. Only since the capture of Canton in 1857 
has it been practicable for Europeans to visit any part of 
this district in safcty, and even now the traditional spirit of 
Chinese [conservatism is nowhere so strong as among these 
clannish villagers. The mere rumour of a railway through their 
Ticeficlds has already sufficed to stir up a buzz of discontent 
among the far-famed “ Ninety-six,” When to popular opposi- 
tion of this kind is added the formidable hostility of the vested 
interests, represented by the large Passage Boat Companies and 
the contractors for the transport of merchandise, with a power- 
ful infusion of Governmental dislike of all innovation, it 
appears clear that a little local knowledge and discretion would 
not have been out of place in the concoction of the China Rail- 
way scheme. This, of courso, is speaking locally only ; in 
general, I believe, the Peking Government objects in_ principle 
to all railways, no matter where placed, on the broad and in- 
telligible ground, that railways mean the extension of foreign 
influence into the interior, and that this means disorganisation, 
disorder and revolution. We must wait and sce what Sir 
R, Alcock will do. : 

Canton has recently been disturbed by a gang of desperadoes 
from Macao, employed ss crimps by the Peruvian Emigration 
House, set up recently at Canton, under theauspicesof the French 
Consul. These amiable Portuguese half-castes, after living at 
free quarters on the timorous Chinese inhabitants for several 
months, signalized themselves at length by a desperate murder, 
and have finally, it is said, been scized by the Chinese magis+ 
trates, and seut to Macao for trial. These are the scoundrels 
who, all over China, contribute so powerfully to the keeping up 
of ancient animosities ; and so long as Portugal is allowed by 
civilised Powers to retain Macao as a hotbed for piracy, 
smuggling, aud kidnapping, so long will the scaports of China 
be infested by ruflians of this class, acknowledging no nation- 
ality or authority, and slipping through the fingera of justice 
whenever she tardily attempts to clutch them. 

The rebels, who, until within the last ten or fifteen days, 
have been occupying a strong position on the head waters of 
the East River in this province, suddenly decamped on the 
18th inst. after a defeat they suffered in an attack on the 
Imperial forces, and are now said to be moving towards the 
province of Kiangsi. These constitute the last remaining 
fragments of the Taiping rebellion, Of two hundred thousand 
rebels supposed to have been under arms when Nanking fell, 
this band, to the numbers of about 50,000, is all that is left ; 
and their recent retreat is probably another step on their 
downward course towards dissolution, into their original 
elements as predatory bands among the mountains of the 
Western Provinces. 

The following report of the loss of the ‘Hankow steamer is 
frora the Daily Press :— 


On Friday night, the 2ist July, at half-past eleven the 








Hankow (being at her moorings at Canton—-having mado the: 
trip from Hong Kong es usual that day, and being in readiness. 
to return on the next) was discovered to be on fire, 


Captain Bennett, was not on board at the time, but 
was at his post a few minutes after the alarm was 
given, which was done by ringing the bell. All the 


officers and engineers were on board ; no smell of fire whatever 
was experienced and the first indication of the danger was the 
appearance of smoke issuing from a part of the fore hatch which 
was open. Hoses were instantly applicd both from the engine 
and from the deck pumps, but the fire was so deep seated that 
it gained rapid headway, emitting so much smoke that the men 
were driven away from the pumps. It was then determined to 
scuttle her. The engineers opened the connections to let the 
water into the hold, and an axe was set to work to make a hole 
in the starboard quarter. 

By this time Capt. Haskell of the Avashan, with his officers 
and engineers, had come to render all the assistance they pos- 
sibly could, After the smoke had driven the men from the 
pumps, the Asiatic portion of the crew and of the engine staff 
deserted. The hole being cut in the quarter, it became neces- 
sary to list the Hankow over, so that she might fill. Capt. 
Bennett and Capt. Haskell, with their engineers, contemplated 
to effect this by shifting over the chain boxes, and they actually 
went forward to carry out the intention ; they did move the 
chain boxes, but were compelled by the heat and smoke to 
abandon the design ere it could be sutticiently carried out to be 
effective. The joiner work near the steam chest was then in 
flames; within five minutes the saloon and hurricane deck were 
amass of fire fore and aft. The last of the flood tide was 
making, and it was clear the steamer getting adrift with the 
ebb would be attended with the utmost peril to the numerous 
boats on the river, whilst if she sank at her moorings danger. 
ous obstruction would be formed in tho passage, it was 
determined to haw] her on shore. A hawscr was made fast to 
the rudder, the mooring chain was unshackled froin the buoy, 
and the steamer was hauled close to the Shamecen wall where 
she was made fast. This was about half-past one, when the 
steamer was a complete mass of flame. The two cngines were 
produced, but the only good they effected was to keep the 
hawser from being burnt. At two o'clock the clb began to 
make. The main deck was then all gone and the upper part of 
the hull was burning. About three o'clock, the fire having got 
to the water's edge, the wreck filled and sank in about twelyo 
feet water forward and ten fect aft. 

‘The port wheel and shaft fell out with a crash—the star- 
board wheel was against the wall, Tho cylinder bu 

The officers and engineers of the unfortunste Havkovw, 
Captain Haskell and his officers and engincers, and the tide 
waiters stationed on board, worked like true and gallant men. 
Captain Bennett did all that man could do, but to no effect. 
It was the first night he has ever been out cf the vessel this 
year. Ie was spending the eveninz at Messrs. Jataes Purdon 
aud Co.'s, which being hard by, enabled him to get on board 
almost instantaneously. 

The origin of the fire is a perfect mystery. It cou’ 
spontaneous combustion of the coals, because they 
taken on board tho day previously. Yet when Coptzin Bennett 
looked down the engine-room, he says the con's were in a red 
heat! They were Labuan coals, too, which cmit a dense 
stnoke, The origin of the fire and the absence of in‘lication 
are simply inexplicable.

JAVA.

An attempt to create a disturbance at Solo, by a Javanese 
who had manazed to gather together about 500 followers, was ;

On the 16th and 17th July very heavy shocks of earthquake 
took place at Ambarawa, Salatiga and Banjoe Biroe. The hos- 
pital at Ambarawa and the artillery and infantry barracks were 
much damaged. At Banjoe Biroe two wings of the infantry 
barracks fell down, while the walls of the artillery barracks 
swere so much shaken that the building is uninhabitable, as are’ 
also the oficers’ quarters. ‘The large powder magazine was so 
much injured that it was necessary to romove the gunpowder.

STRAITS OF MALACCA. 
SINGAPORE, 

Dates hence to the 7th August. The Governor and suite 
embarked on the 31st July for Malacca and Penang under the 
usual salute. Colonel Cavenagh will now have an opportunity 
(remarks the Free Press) of inquiring personally into the wrongs 
inflicted upon our subjects by the Larut authorities. If half 
the statements we receive from Penang be true, it is quite clear 
that the treatics between us and Perak have been completely 
set aside, and we are in honor bound to demand a reparation for 
the breach of faith. Our subjects it is said are robbed of the large 
sums they havo invested in the Peninsula, and despoiled of the 
produce of their industry ; they are plundered, and their pro- 
perty is openly sold in Penang before the eyes of the robbed. 
Should such insults be borne any longer? If the rulers of 
Perak are unable to controul their subjects, it is incumbent on 
us to step in and relieve them of the responsibility. If such a 
state of affairs is allowed to exist much longer, we shall lose 
our prestige in the Peninsula, and be disgraced in the eyes of 
our native population. 

One day last week‘a Kling, named Ninamsaw, one of the heads 
of the Red Flag Kongsi, made some disclosures relative to the 
internal economy of the society in the Supreme Court, during 
the trial of a civil cause in which he was defendant, and at 
the same time handed in one of the books of the Kongsi. The 
Recorder ordered the book tobe impounded. On Saturday 
Ninamsaw appeared before Magistrate of Police, and laid an in- 
formation on oath against seven other Klings who with himself 
are connected with the above-mentioned sccret society or Hoey- 
He fully revealed the manner in which the business of the 
society was conducted ; how disputes between the members 
of the Kongsi are inquired into, and delinquents punished by 
the head men ; how persons were maintained and employed by 
them to fight with members of the White Flag Kongsi, and 
beat those who refuse to pay up their subscriptions to the 
society ; aud how the head men bribe the police to favour them. 
‘The informant stated that besides the book he had handed in 
to the Court, there were three others kept by the clerk to 
the Kongsi in which all the proceedings of the society were 
entered. ‘Ihe magistrate issued a warrant to arrest all the 
persons accused of being the heads of the society, and to search 
their houses for the books referred to, The prisoners were 
arrained on a charge of conspiracy, and the inquiry was going 
forward, 

A Chinaman was arrested on the night of the 26th July, 
excavating a quantity of earth, under which the gas-pipes were 
embed-led, in New Bridge Road, evidently with the intention 
of stealing :o.ae of them. He was pursued, and arrested not 
far from the sp»t, and, when brought before the magistrate, 


was senten gd to six months’ imprisonment with hard labour.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS. 

Txa.—The transactions of the fortnight in Black Teas hare been very 
large, the markets having a tendency to advance, A peculiar feature in 
the Kiukiang market is the circumstance of new Congous being shipped 
thence to Hankow for sale ; the result of these shipments is reported to be 
satisfactory. The new Greens hava not come to market, but are expected 
in about one month. 

Canton.—A steady business has been doing during the fortnight in 
Scented Teas at rates about equal to those last quoted. ‘The chief feature 
to notice being the opening of the market for Country Congous. Country 
Congous : Three chops have been taken at Tis. 32} to 39L, showing a 
fair margin on home rates, The present ‘stock consists of teas of a com- 
moner class, and buyers are unwilling to submit to the demands of the 
teamen. 

Foocuow.—The loss of two steamers has interrupted communica. 
tions, and the mail from the South ports has not arrived. The latest 
dates from Foochow come down to the 12th July. A steady business 
continued to be transacted in tea. Medium and common Congous were 
alittle cheaper, although the demand for Australia had caused them to 

in a standard too high for the London rates. In Souchongs very 
little was doing. _Middiing Oolongs were being settled at 17 to 19 taels. 

Suanonat.—Black Teas: The market continued quiet until the ar- 
rival of the London Mail, with improved advices for Congous. 
demand then sprang up for teas with quality, and all desirable parcels were 
readily taken at an advance of about two taels per picul on last mail's pur- 
chases, and in some few instances even higher rates were paid. Several 
chops of common and medium grades have also found buyers at corres- 

ndingly high prices and our quotations are now nearly on a par with 

jankow rates. The best chops of Ningchow are decidedly superior to 
those of last year, being stronger and of full flavour. Second Crop 
Oopacks are beginning to arrive, but no settlements have yet taken place ; 
these, however, are wanting in strength, and are no betier than those of 
last season, The business of the fortnight comprises 34 chops, or 16,200 
chests at Taels 224 to 87 for common Oonam to fineNingchow and Oopack 
tea, and Teels 15 to 183 for fair Black Leaf (Old Tea). Re-shipments 
of Hankow settlements amount to 18,400 chests, and the stock consists 
of 24 chops, or 10,400 chests, 

Hanxow.—Our dates extend to the 15th July. A steady business had 
been done in teas throughout the fortnight ; at first the second crop 
Oopacks being considered wanting in strength bad been generally neg- 
lected, but the news brought by the 26th May mail soon caused a good 
demand. A few chops mixed first and second crop Oopacks of fair quality 
and strength were bought at 25 to 27 tls. For the second crop teas, 
whose quality is decidedly objectionable, we consider that the rates paid 
are much too high, when the outturn of such teas last year in England is 
remembered; 7§ chops had been settled during the fortnight, leaving a 
stock of 50 on the market. Quotations were—Oopacks, good to fine, 24 to 
80 tls. ; fair to good (second crop), 28 to 25 tls. ; Oonams, fair to good, 
22 to 24 tls. ; common to fair, 17 to 20 and 20} tls, 

Krugtal From this port we have dates to the 16th instant. Black 
Teas: Arrivals had continued till they amounted in the whole to 25 cho} 
Ningchow and 10 chops Hohow. Settlements had kept pace with 
arrivals, and the last purchases showed a rise of 1} to 2taels, The quality 
of the finest teas is decidedly superior to last season's, but they will

Yoxouama.—Since the departure of last mail there has been rather 
more activity displayed on our Tea market ; a very fair business has been 
transacted, both for the American and home markets, the more favourable 
news of the state of the latter, received by the mail of the 10th May, in- 
ducing several houses to become purchasers. Settlements for the fort- 
night amount to about 2,750 piculs, comprising about 1,300 piculs New 
Tea, at a rising price of 50c. to $1 per picul. Stock at present consists of 
about 850 piculs Old, and 1,200 picula New.

SHANGHAI— This market has been very active for the past fortnight, and 
the settlements may be estimated at 8,000 to 8,500 bales. ‘The higher 
classes of Tsatlees have found ready buyers at advanced rates, as they ar- 
rived from the interior; though for the past few days, owing to the late 
heavy rains, the arrivals have been moderate.

some cases the decline has been recovered. Of China, 350 bales have been 
sold inthe London market during the week at 114d. to 12d. for fair. The 
stock of China and Japan in London on the 14th inst. was 2,726 bales, 
against 25,262 last year. The total stock in London on that date was 
53,411 bales, against 87,544 last year. Ot cotton afloat to Europe on the 
15th, there were 5. bales of China, against 81,692 last year, and 294 
bales Japan, against 8,736. The stock of cotton in Liverpool on the 
15th was 427,600 bales, against 499,980 last year, The demand for China 
and Japan in the Liverpool market during the past week has, in consequence 
of their great scarcity, been chiefly of a retail character, at, an occasional 
decline of 4d. per Ib. 
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Sucar.—An upward tendency was manifest during the whole of the 
week, and yesterday (the 15th) transactions were readily concluded again 
at stiffer rates, establishing a pretty general advance of 3d. to Gd. per cwt. 
‘on those of the 8th instant, and in some cases a greater rise is shown. 
During the week 1,752 bags Penang were sold at, brown to low yellow, 
30s. to 82s,, middling to good yellow 828, 6d. to 34s. 6d. At public sale 
on the 15th, 1,900 bags Penang went off with spirit at the full improve- 
ment, viz.—low to good middling strong grey 32s. 6d. to B5s., fine and 
fine fine brown Sls. 6d. to 32s, Privately 100 bags clayed Manila went 
at 32s. 

Correz.—The public sales of Plantation Ceylon, amounting to 8,550 
casks, 2,100 barrels and bags, have gone off readily at an average advance 
of 6d. fine ordinary to low middling, 76s. to 8Us. 6d. ; middling: 
to goo . 81s. 6d, to 8. fine middling to superior, 868. to 95s. 
Native has not participated in this improvement, but 70 casks, 3210 bags, 
mostly found buyers at about last week's rates. Good ordinary, 658. to 
Us. ; fine ordinary, 67s. to 69s. Of 3,767 bags Manila, only a trifling 
proportion was realised, fine ordinary even pale, 72s. At the Dutch 
Trading Company's sale of 87,0100 bags on the 13th inst., all clean quali- 
ties went off at full rates an advance of $ cent on the valuations, good 
ordinary Java bringing 45 to 543 cents. 

Rice.—The demand has been of a partial character since our last ;. 
the business done having been confined to small parcels on the spot at 
about previous rates, A floating cargo of Nakrenzie, 350 tons, bas been. 
sold at 10s. 74d. for the Continent only. 


THE CURRENCY OF JAPAN. a 
Wnatever tendency the Japanese Government may have 
towards the adoption of a more liberal foreign policy, it is cer- 
tain that the full requirements of foreign trade for further 
facilities will never be adequately met so long as the present 
artificial ratio between their gold and silver coinage, and, again, 
between Japanese and foreign silver coin, is authoritatively main- 
tained. Until the precious metals of that country are suffered 
to find their level with the world’s common stock, we shall con- 
tinue to suffer in our transactions, as the produce exported so 
far exceeds in value the quantity of imports consumed as to 
show a large balance in favour of Japan, which has to be paid 
in dollars at an immensely depreciated value ; while all the profit 
accruing from the exchange is absorbed by the Japanese Go- 
vernment. In 1862 the excess in value of exports over imports 
was, at the port of Yokohama alone, $3,728,200 ; in 1863, it 
was $3,539,000 ; and in 1864, $3,553,900. At the other 
ports the proportions arc similar, although the totals are of 
course considerably less ; and nearly the whole of this amount 
is imported into the country in the shape of Mexican dollars. 
Sow the just proportion which these should bear to the ’native 
coin'(always supposing the iatter to be of equal purity) is about 
311 Ichibous to 100 dols.; and at this rate a certain sum is 
allowed, per month, to be exchanged at the treasury by Foreign 
Ministers and Consuls, in accordance with a well known pro- 
vision in the treaties. But in the open market these same 
dollars are current only at a much lower rate, fluctuating, ac- 
cording to circumstances, between 190 and 250 Ichibous per 
$100, This, as compared with the above-quoted standard of 
311 per $100, shows a depreciation in the value of the dollar 
of from 16 to 3S per ceut., supposing the coin received in ex- 
change for it to be of equal purity ; but when we state that, 50 
far from this being the case, the silver coinage is so debased as 
to be of a very inferior standard, while that purporting to be gold 
consists only of silver, covered witha mere coating of the more 
precious metal, it will ut once be seen what an enormous profit ac- 
crues to the ‘Treasury, Consul Euslie, in a lately published re- 
port on the trade of Hakodadi, estimates it at no less than 60 
or 80 per cent. To the uninitiated it may appear strange that 
we should take it for granted that this profit is absorbed by the 
Imperial Treasury; yet such is undoubtedly the fact. 
Besides the large amount paid in Mexican dollars for silk and 
other produce, considerable sums go direct to the Government, 
in the shape of dutics, tonnage dues, and ground-rents ; and 
yet these dollars circulate nowhere in the interior of the coun- 
try, being current at the three treaty ports ovly. Tho reason 
of this is, that the circulation of foreign coin being prohibited 
in the interior, merchants who haye brought their produce to 
a treaty port for sale, and received its proceeds in dollars, find 
them uscless to take back with them, and are therefore com- 
pelled to exchange them for Ichibous, which can only be got 
from the treasury through native banks, at whatever rate they 
choose to fix ; these banks being of course under Government 
control. So, for every hundred dollars the merchant gets, on 
the average, about 230 Ichibous ; the dollars, purchased by the 
treasury for this sum, are forthwith coined into upwards 
of 300; and 80 on, ad infinifxm. The perpetual repeti- 
tion of so unprecedentedly profitable an exchange as this is 
undoubtedly a valuable source of revenue to the Government ; 
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put the idea that the maintenance of such a fictitious 

ium on native coin tends toenhance the national wealth 
is quite illusory, and it is to be hoped that ere long the Gorogio 
will awake to the necessity of abandoning a system so injurious 
to the real interests of the country. A far richer and more 
lasting source of prosperity would'be found in the removal of 
all those vexatious restrictions by which foreign trade is now 
encompassed, and in encouraging, instead of prohibiting, the 
introduction of foreign coin, which, if it were once admitted 
into free circulation, instead of remaining at a ruinous dis- 
count, would soon find its natural level, or perhaps even rise 
to a premium, as it did under similar circumstances in Chinn. 
As the Japanese Government openly avows its iuability to coin 
Ichibous rapidly enough to keep pace with the constantly in- 
creasing influx of foreign silver, we have certainly a right to 
demand the removal of all restrictive regulations affecting the 
circulation of certain descriptionsfof our coin—say, for instance, 
the Mexican dollar, already so largely imported, and the newly- 


issued Hong Kong dollar; this done, the vexatious “ currency | 


question ” will soon cease to be an incubus on our trade.

TEA. 


(From Travers’ Circular, Sept. 9.) 

‘The public sales of China tea this week were of moderate magnitude: 
about 21,000 packages only being ollered “ without reserve,” out of about 
28,000 packages printed; fair rates were obtained for nearly every lot 
offered, and in some instances prices went rather higher than general salu- 
ations. Dusty and common broken-leaf Conzou sold at from 73d. to 
84d., and about 3,000 boxes of common Canton green tea of good ap- 
pearance, “with all faults,” sold at 84d. to 9d. per Ib.; on other kinds, 
which were rather more numerous than usual, no change in value can be 
noted, the small quantity offered in each break being too insignificant to 
admit of much competition. ‘The private market is decidedly firmer, and 
there isa good demand for all kinds of Congou and scented teas. Ex- 
Porters eagerly take up all the Moyune teas of good make for American 
‘account, and as yet their requirements are far from being supplied. There 
is also a good demand for black Congou from Is, 4d. to Is, 8d., for ship- 
ment to Russia, An uausually large sale of Indian tea is advertised for

‘Taesday next ; catalogues have been issued for about 3,:00 packages, and 
the largeness of the quantity offered, together with the sear approach of 
the time for the arrival of the new season's shipments, may perhaps pre 
vent prices from ruling too high to enable the trade to buy these teas with 
advantage. ‘The market price of common Congon is from 1I4d. to Lldd. 
per Ib, Sound broken-leaf cannot be bought under 7d, per Ib. 

A private telegram, bringing advices from Shanghai to the 4th, from 
Foochow to the 7th, and from Hong Kong to the 12th Aug., was received 
in London on Saturday night by Mens. Sillar and Bateman. It reports 
the export of tea forthe formight to be 10,000,000 Ibs., and that there 
was afairdemand. The last advices brought by the mail state that conti~ 
derable shipments had been made from Foochow for England and Ans— 
tralia, but none for the United States and the Continent of Europe. The 
decline in the value of the lower and medium kinds, whieh took place after 
the departure of the last mail, had since been partiaily recovered, while 
the lowest and finest descriptions had maintained their value. Consider- 
able quantities of second crop Congous had come forward, but the quality 
was inferior, and the offers made were far below market quotations. Ad- 
vices from Amoy, dated 10th July, stated that the market still remained 
unopened, and that the stock of tea at that port had steadily increased, no 
shipments having been made this season. 

The Shanghai correspondent of the Enilishman, writing on the 2Ist 
June, draws a gloomy picture of the state of trade in China, and attributes 
its unsatisfactory condition to reshness and want of foresight on the part 
of foreign merchants, It would appear that low prices and overstocked 
markets in England, and the failure of the Russian demand, circumstances 
patent to them as well as to the Chinese traders who had inade their own 
contracts in the interior accordingly, had been insufficient to check the 
eagerness of shippers, who, instead of agreeing to abstain from purchasing 
till prices had, by the absence of demand, been forced low enough to 
allow of a reasonable hope of profit, seem to have rushed into the market, 
and a competition as keen as though there were net a million pounds in 
stock in London immediately sprang up.” High prices and excessive 
shipments are certainly evils, but not the greatest, that have resulted from 
this excessive competition. ‘ Natit aders were encouraged to force 
leaf down from the producing districts before it was tit for pack~ 
ing,’ in other words, tea, which, if properly cured, would have com- 
manded a high price in this country, where fine quality is much wanted 
will arrive in no better condition than the mass of the surplus stock which 
has so long lain neglected in our warehouses, and, when it is sold, can, 
on arrival, hardly fail to cause loss to the importer. ‘The news of the re= 
duction of the duty in England appears to have caused even greater reck- 
lessnes, and a fine opportunity for retrieving past. errors was allowed to 
pass away unimproved. It appears hardly credible to those who 
watched the transient effect which the late and former reductions exer 
on prices, but we are told that “foreign purchaters agreed to consider the 
reduction in duty as equivalent to au advance of Gd. per 1b. in home rates,” 
and that, in consequence, settlements were rapidly made, in one port at 
least, at'an advance of three or four tacls per picul. Such eagerness to 
ship at any cost could scarcely have been anticipated by those persons in 
this country who predicted that the present season would Le characterised 
by small exports and late arrivals, 

Unless the writer of the remarks quoted above has overstated the case, 
it is tolerably evident that the teaching of the last two years has been 
thrown away, and yet it would have been ditticult to imagine anything 
more apparent and more forcible. The only deduction that could reason= 
ably be drawn from the history of the tea trade during the last two years 
was, that every single cundition likely to condace to mahing it a remuoes 
rative one had been for the most part lost sight of. The quantity exported 
was very large, but had this been the only error committed, its conse- 
quences would have been comparatively harinless; theteas, however, were 
not selected with due regard to the requirements of the market. Al- 
though the demand for the better qualities has long been on the increase, 
little fine tea was shipped, and a considerable proportion of that sent was 
improperly cured, and artived in a condition hardly merchantable, while 
the majority of the shipments consisted of the lower and medium quali- 
ties, of which we had already an over supply. ¢ was thus a heavy 
and badly assorted stock, and prices in consequence tell considerably, but 
even then the loss to importers would have been comparatively slight, had 
not the first cost of these teas in China been unusually hich. Foreign, 
competition bad raised the demands of the teamen, and these hao beea 
acceded to apparently under the impression that the prices realised 
under exceptional circumstances by a few exceptional parcels formed 
the standard of market value im this country, and that this 
standard was likely to be maintained in spite of heavy ship~ 
ments and inferior quality. If this line of policy is to vovern the siup~ 
ments of the present seasoa—and appearances certauly point in 
direction—even heavier losses are likely to result. The foreign merchant 
will in future have to contend with a formidable comperitor for the profits 
of the export trade. ‘The imitative qualities of the Chinese have been 
directed 10 this object, and we shall probably find that they have profited 
by the lessons for which we have paid so deutly, and have learned to copy 
all the good parts of our system while they avoid its errors, At all events 
they will carry on the trade under more fuvourable consitions than we can 
































































hope wo do. ‘They will not only be able to deal more advantageously 
with their own countrymen, and by their superior local knowlege and 









influence to evade matdy of the exactions to which we are ol 
mit, but they will also, by buying direct from the growers, 
profits which foreigners have to pay to middlemen. ‘s'l 
tages which will go far to neutralise the influence which capital and organ 
sation have hitherto thrown into the opposite scale ; aud great forethought, 
together with judicious combination, must be resorted to if foreign mer= 
chants wish to retain their liold on the export trade. Bs

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THE ASIATIC BANK. 

The following letter from the Bank has been published in 
The Times :— ‘ 

“ Asiatic Banking Corporation, 4, Lombard Street, 
don, Sept. 15. 

“ Sir,—The attention of the board of directors of the Asiatic Banking 
Corporation bas been directed to the observations contained in your City 
Article to-day, in which you advert to what you state to be a ‘practice 
adopted by two Indian banke—the Asiatic and Central of Western India 
—of seizing and retaining collateral securities attached to bills accepted by 
London houses, although the acceptors punctually tender the amount, 
and demand their surrender, on the plea that the banks have a right to 
realize these securities and apply any surplus to the discl 
which they may have incurred in their own separate and private transac- 
tions with the drawers.” 

“Tf the practice of the Asiatic Bank had been such as you describe, 
there is no doubt it would be open to the observations with which you 
characterise it, but the corporation have given no rise to the charge thus 
imputed to them, 

“ The facts of the case out of which your observations arise are simply 
these. 

“© The company’s agent in Bombay in April last negotiated for a house 
at Bombay a number of bills for a large amount, some of which were 
specifically drawn against cotton shipped to London, on the sole account 
of the drawer, by various vessels, and some of which were what is called 
clean" billa, 

“In entering into this transaction the house at Bombay made an 
agreement with the bank, by which it was specifically agreed as follows :— 

«« And we authorise the corporation to hold and retain the goods while 
unsold, and the balance of the net proceeds when sold as security for and 
towards the payment of any other bill or bills which any of the managers 
or agents of the said bank may have purchased from us, or towards the 
liquidation of any claim the bank may bave upon us, or otherwise to be at 
our disposal.’ 

‘Qn the arrival of one of the vessels containing part of the cotton in 
question, Messrs. Dadabhai, Naoroji and Co. called upon the bank and 
offered to pay a portion of the bills which was drawn against this cargo. 
The Bombay house having in the meantime stopped payment, the Asiatic 
Bank were not prepared to give up the security they held on payment of 
any part of the bills—it would have been contrary to the agreement that 
they should have done so; but upon Messrs. Dadabhai and Co. stating 
the cargo had been consigned to them for sale and sold, they offered them. 
(Messrs. Dadabhai and Co.) to confirm the sile, and’ to hand over the 
goods to them on an arrangement that the proceeds should be applied, first 
in payment of the bills drawn against them, and the balance be deposited 
jin the names of Messrs. Dadabhai and Co. and the bank, to abide the 
decision of the question, if any, whether the bank or Messrs. Dadabhai 
and Co. were entitled to the surplus. I subjoin a letter from myself to 
Messrs. Dadabhai and Co. embodying this offer. 

“The question between Mess, Dadabhai and Co. and the Asiatic 
Bank has since been settled on the principle of that letter. The point 
between the parties in substance was whether the Asiatic Bank was bound 














tl ment upon tender of 
payment of part of the bills which they beld, or whether they were entitled, 
under the agreement, to hold the whole of their security as cover inst 
all the liabilities of the Bombay firm, as stipulated by the bank in their 
agreement. 

“This was a question of law, depending on an agreement, and not om 
any usage. 

“ On this explanation Ithink you will agree that the conduct of the 
Asiatic Bank has been in all respects fair and even liberal, and that they 
are not justly obnoxious to the observations contained in your article. 

“Tt would have been more satisfactory to the bank in the first instance 
to answer Messrs. Dadabhai and Co.’s ‘letter and yourobservations, but 
they were advised by their solicitors, Messrs. Freshfield and Newman, that 
it might give rise to inconvenience, and form a bad precedent, to make a 
question of pure legal right a subject of discussion in a daily journal.—t

NORTH CHINA ROYAL ASIATIC SOCIETY. 
(Continned from our Issue of 1th Sept.) 

Dr. Lamprey was then called on to read his paper on “ The water we 
drink in Shanghai.” 

He commenced by alluding to the difference between Europeans and 
Chinese as regards their notions of water applicable for drinking, cooking, 
and ablution purposes, and the utter disregard of the latter as to sources 
or supply, impurity, so long as it was tolerably clear. The difficulties 
some portions of the population of China labour under in regard to drink 
ing water, and the necessity for boiling water previous to use, thus render 
the practice of drinking water hot general throughout the country. The 
well water of the city and settlement of Shanghai is, generally speaking, 
unfit for use. It contains a large amount of impurities, consisting chiefly 
of nitrate of lime, derived from sewers and surface drainage, the soil bein, 
found to contain a large amount of lime. This nitrate of lime is 
found exuding above the surface of the tiles of damp floors and of old 
buildings, where it effloresces. A small quantity put into good water gives 
it the unpleasant taste noticed in the river water. The muddy water of 
the Wongpoo contains from 25 to 29 grains per gallon of alluvial matter 
suspended in it, it also contains much impurity and organic matter; but 
on being filtered through animal aurcosl it loses a lary of im- 
purity and becomes sufficiently wholesome for use. It still retains a taste, 
which most river waters have. The amount of the impurities of the 
Wongpoo water wat compared with those of the water supplied to 
other large communities, and the advantage the rivers of China pos- 
sessed over those of Bengal and other places were pointed out, viz.: 
‘The rivers of China are not made the receptacle of the dead and the sewage 
of the towns, &c. The chemical constituents of the sewage of towns though 
largely thrown over the landin China are immediately appropriated by the 
growing vegetation and otherwise become modified by contact with the 
soil. 1 absence of waste uncultivated jungles in China shows that the 
source of vegetable organic matter is leas than in India. ‘The lake water 
came next under observation. ‘This, though shown to be a bright spark- 
ling water, was found to contain a large amount of impurities, which were 
greatly reduced by the filtering process. Compared with the river water 
it has less organic matter in suspension, and was found to keep better than 
it, The filtered lake water bas a decided advantage over all the waters 
supplied to Shanghai. ‘The filtering process of Messrs, Farr Brothers was 
next described, and a sample of the charcoal cylinders they use was showa 
to the meeting. The important results of this process were shown by re- 
ference to the following table, exhibiting the impurities of one gallon of 
the several waters treated of

In a climate, like this, where 80 many circumstan 
lence of illness, such as fever, dysentery, and at times cholera, it becomes 
a very important matter that this great necessary of life—the water we use 
—should not be in any way injurious to us, _A perusal of sanitary reports 
shows how much the health of a community depends on good water, espe- 
cially during the prevalence of any epidemic such as cholera, consequently 
we are bound to use every effort to deprive the water weare supplied with of 
all the impurities we can at the cost of whatever labour and expense. The 
general neglect of the rain water throughout Shanghai was alluded to. Were 
this water collected, filtered, preserved in proper jars, and filtered again 
before use, it would be far better than lake or river water. The living 
animal and vegetable organisms found in the waters of Shanghai were 
stated to bear a general resemblance to those found in Europe—and while 
the presence of the former indicaied ery impure condition of the water, 
the latter were generally admitted to & purifying effect. These 
investigations with a microscope afforded an interesting subject for 
research. But the more important subject for investigation was the aature 
of the chemical impurities of the water. It was shown that without being 
much of a chemist a great deal of useful chemical facts would be ascer~ 
tained by carefully evaporating a given quantity of water. Weighing the 
residue, and submitting this residue to greater heat and again weighing it, 
showed the amount of solid matter and of organic impurities. This has 
been done, and the result was that given in the foregoing table. fi 

The speaker concluded by stating that he had engaged in these pursuits 
with the object of ascertaining whether the water supply of Shanghai had 
anything to do with the sickness of the troops in garrison under bis care, 
and the subject being one of general interest to the European residents of 
Shanghai, he thought the results of his investigations would be an accept- 
able subject to lay before the society. 

Mr. Kingsmill complimented Dr. Lamprey on the interesting results of 
his analysis. The occurrence of nitrate of limein quantity wasa very remark- 
able circumstance, and could only beexplained by the peculiar geological cha- 
racter of the valley of the Yang-tsze, where limestone rocksexisted almost to 
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the exclusion of those containing potash and other alkalies. There were some 
discrepancies in the analysis of the water from the river Thames, but the 
highest teken at Westminster showed, he believed, a less amount of im- 
purity than that of the Wong-pu at Shanghai, He did not know what 
the effect of nitrate of lime on the system would be, but thought there 
was little doubt of the unwholesome nature of the river water here. Much 
of this was doubtless owing to the flux and reflux of the tide, which con- 
stantly carried back the already impure water to the same spot, the 
amount of actual drainage from the basin of the river not being 
sufficient to produce a downward current strong enough to carry 
these impurities out to sea. bove the reach of the tide 
the water was much purer, and the anal: of the water from the 
Tai-bu lake showed, he thought, a satisfactory result. He did 
not agree with Dr. Lamprey in his recommendation of rain-water, as in 
Shanghai he bad found it very impure, it gqickly putrified and emitted a 
fetid smell. He (Mr. Kingsmill) quoted a passage from Professor 
Anstead, showing that rain-water was apt to be tainted with various impu- 
tities, especially in the neighbourhood of large towns, where many human 
beings were collected together. He thought that Shanghai was similarly 
circumstanced. 
After a vote of thanks to Dr. Lamprey for his interesting paper, pro- 
d by the Rev. Mr. Mitchel, and seconded by Mr. Probst, the proceed- 
ings terminated, 














OUR TRADE WITH CHINA,

returns for the same ports for 1864, aud also Consul Fittock’s 
brief abstract of the trade at Ningpo, of which no regular 
report is given.

These Reiurns, like those of the preceding year, have been compiled 
from the foreign Custom-house Reports, but they by no means represent 
the actual trade of the port, inasmuch as considerable quantities of foreign 
goods do not pass through the forcign Custom-house, being imported and 
exported in native craft. Moreover, as observed in the Trade Report of 
1863, avery large trade is carried on between the British Colony of 
Hong Kong and the neighbouring coast of China in native bottoms, and 
as-it is impossible to obtain returns from the nese Custom-houses, or 
from Hong Kong, which is a free port, so is it impossible to form an} 
correct estimate of what is the amount or value of the foreign trade witl 
this part of China, 

Amports.—The value of the import trade of Canton for 1864 may be 
estimated at about £2,053,539 sterling against that of 1863, £2,281,354 
sterling, showing a decrease of £227,815, apparently a large falling off on 
‘one year’s trantactions, and for this several reasons may be assigned. 

In the first place the exchange is rated at a farthing higher, no very 
great difference, but still adding somewhat to the deficiency. 

Then the immense drain on the Imperial Treasuries from the rebellion 
has compelied the levy of additional imposts on articles of merchandise in 
the hands of Chinese merchants, and therefore the foreign goods trade, 
like that in Chines produce, has suffered considerably. 

Again the import trade of the port is changing hands. Formerly goods 
were imported by the foreign merchant and sold at this place; but now 
the Chinese merchant goesto Hong Kong and purchases what he requires, 
sending it up or down the coast or to Canton in foreign or native bottoms 
as may suit bis convenience. The result is, that most of the business of 
the port is done at Hong Kong. 

A comparison of three years’ entries in the foreign Custom-house show 
a gradual decadence in reported cotton good It will be observed, 
however, that the falling-off is chiefly in American goods and raw Bombay 
cotton ; the cause for this being, in both cases, the civil war in America, 
needs no comment. 

The decrease in wollens is not so great in the average as that of other 
articles, Nevertheless, taking into consideration a population of nearly 
1,000,000 in this city alone, with one of at least 30,000,000 in the 
Province, the import trade in foreign fabrics is small enough, and indeed 
would be of no account at all if that which passes through the foreign 
Custom-house represented the requirements of the peop!e. But the fact 

that the principal portion of the shops in Canton are supplied from goods 
bought of foreigners in Hong Kong. 

Now as stocks under present circumstancs are not held by foreigners, 
it is evident, from the difference between the sales made by foreigners and 
the Customs entries, that the greater part of the goods imported are brought 
from Hong Kong on Chinese account; and when it is considered that 
these are but avery small portion indeed of what finds its way into the 
city or province by other routes, it may be fairly assumed that the import 
trade for 1864 has not only not decreased, but, in all probability, has very 
largely increased, only it has changed hands, the Chinese doing that for 
themselves now which formerly the foreign merchant did for them, viz., 
import the goods. In fact, by becoming themselves purchasers at first 
hand, and breaking the bales up into small parcels, and dispersing them 
over the province, and avoiding the Canton Custom-houses, they do a 
very large and profitable bnsiness, of which little is or can be known, 
but affording sufficient evidence to show that tbe trade in foreign mai 
Seotntes is quite as large as ever it was, only it bas assumed a different 
sbape. 




























































Tn opium the falling off’is also large, the value in dollars being in 1864 
1,822,866, aguinst 2,290,284 dollars in 1863, showing a decrease of 
967,368 dollars. ‘This deficiency may be attributed to the same causes as 
those which affect the trade in foreign manufactures, and the great facili- 
ties for smuggling which exist. For instance, the import of opium into 
Canton yearly ought to average 10,000 chests, in value say 6,644,000 
dollars, whereas the Custom-house Returns show but 1,322,866 dols., 
showing a difference cf 4,317,130 dollars. Now there is every reason to 
believe that this latter is not caused by a falling off in imports of the drug, 
but simply by some portions being smuggled in, and others sent by various 
routes, and thus avoiding the Custom-houre at Canton, thus affording 
another proof of the difficulty that exists of obtaining a correct estimate 
of the import trade of this port. 

orts.—In this portion of the trade there also appears a falling off ; 
9,813,711 dollars in 1864, against 16,088,062 in 1863, showing a deG- 
ciency of 6,269,351 dollars in last year’s export trade. 

‘This difference extends over almost all the articles of export, as the 
following Table will show :—

As regards tea, the falling off in that article may be attributed to the 
fact that during the past year the teas have gone to the Porluguese settle- 
ment of Macao, where they can be shipped duty free, and although efforts 
have been made by the Canton Customs authorities to prevent their being 
carried there from the interior, still by some means or other they evaded 
the restrictions, and a considerable business has been done in them at 
Macao. Those in the Canton market were chiefly afew well-known chops, 
for which high prices were asked. Doubtless, the depressed state of the 
market at home had its effect on the trade out here, but the truth is that 
the day for Canton as a tea-mart is past and gone ; Foochow and Hankow 
absorbing all that used to come down before those ports were opencd. 

In silk the business done during the past year has been but small. 
The export to Europe was 1,169 bales, inclusive of 755 bales of waste, 
and to Bombay and America 5.577 cases ; but the crop generally has been 
short, probably 20 per cent. below the average of years, and prices ex- 
cessively high. ‘The principal portion has been bought by Indian firms, 
next by native shops and by American and English houses, but very 
little has been done by tho two latter. Prices have rated from 400 to 530. 
dollars per picul of 133} Ibs, being quite 50 dollars higher than the 
average of former years. 

A good crop from the Canton districts may be taken at 15,000 bales or 
cases, each 100 Ibs. English weight. 

From the foregoing remarks cn the trade of the port at Canton it will 
be seen that, as regards foreign merchants, local business has been far 
from satisfactory, and, indeed, there is but little prospect of its improve- 
ment. Should the interior become more rettled the communication with 
the provinces of Yunan—rich in mineral products, Kweichow, and 
Kwangsi, be opened through the West and North Rivers, then there might 
perhaps be some hopes for a hetter state of things ; but under any circum- 
stances a new element has developed itself, which is likely to cause a 
revolution in mercantile affairs. The Chinese have at last learned they 
can transact their own business without the aid of foreign firms, and are 
fast adopting that mode. During the past year some of the finest steamers 
on the coast have been chartered and Joaded by Chinese firms without 
European intervention, and the day is not far distant when the whole of 
the coast-carrying trade will be in their hands alone. It has been men- 
tioned above that the import trade at Canton is being gradually absorbed 
by the Chinese merchants, and such is the case also at the ports of Han- 
kow, Tientsin, and other places, nor is it at all improbable that the export 
trade may, to a great extent, follow the same course, Already at Foovchow 
and elsewhere large shipments of teas have been made by Chinese firms 
‘on consignment to England, and the fact has appesred, that whilst foreign 
merchants have been heavy losers on last year’s transactions in the home- 
market, the Chinese have come out well and even with a profit; the 
reason being, that as Chinese they can buy and sell with much more ad- 
vantage than foreigners can, for they are dealing with their own interests 
and not those of employers—they can work their establishments at Icss 
expense, and are content with small returns. It is hopeless, therefore 
under such circumstances, to compete with them except at a loss: and 
when the:time comes, as it will come, when they will fecl their way with 
greater certainty and open credit with foreign banking establishments, 
that revolution above referred to will have been completed, and foreigners 
will find very different state of things than that which formerly pre- 
vailed. In fuct, it requires only a more settled state of public affairs and 
an enlightened policy and encouragement on the part of the Chinese 
Government to hasten the change now pending, for the people are ready 
and willing enough, and ate fast seeing their way to adopt it. 

From whence, indeed, originates the now constant complaint that busi- 
ness is dull, and there is nothing doing? Markets at home may perhaps 
have something to do with it, bus it does not require to go fo far from 
China to obtain a reply. Ask into whose hands the carrying trade on the 
coast, and the import trade into the ports are falling, and an answer to the 
question will be found. Foreign merchants must look to this if they have 
regard for their future prospects.

Comparing the entries in 1864 under the English flag with those under 
flags of other nations, it will be seen, excluding the steamers employed in 
the coasting trade, which are exclusively British, that the latter exceed 
tie former by 51 vessels, with a tonnage of 7,075; but, by the addition 
‘of steamers to the list, the entries under the: British flag exceed others by 
48 vessels and tons 35,428, thus evineing a marked improvement in the 
employment of British vessels during 1 

Amports.—The total value of the import trade for 1864 amounts to 
£1,961,740, or an increase over the previous year of £191,105, and this 
tuo, without taking into account the foreign goods imported in native 
bottoms, of which Ihave been unable to obtain any return, This exccss 
is observable under the following heads, viz. :—Bean-cake, beans and 
peas, opium, medicine, native cotton, hemp, oil, and rice. 
here has been a considerable falling off in the following articles, 
x Grey shirtings, white do., T-cloths, cottons (dyed), American 
drills, lastings, loug elis, cotton yara, ground-nut cake, and silk piece- 
goods. 

The increase in the amount of rice imported is due to the destraction 
of the erops by the heavy rains which visited the South of China in the 
middle of the year, whereby immense embankments were broken down, 
and fields and villages inundated inall directions. The decrease in cotton 
goods is attributable to the warfare now raging between the Northern and 
Southern States of the American Union. 

‘To i'lustrate the steady development of the trade at Swatow, I have 
drawn up the following teble, giving the value of the import trade for

Exjorts.—The value of the export trade for 1864 amounts to 
£1,167,907, or an increase of £359,838 over 1853. In sugaralone there 
is an excess of £416,950. thus verifying to the correctness of the statement 
made in my report for 1863 that a much larger quantity of land had been 
set apart for the cultivation of the sugar-cane. There is also an increase 
under the following beads, viz. :—Alum, cassia, paper fans, hemp, and 
ludizo. 

Tuere has been a decrease in tobacco, coarse chinaware, paper, fish, 
dried and sa'ted, maccaroni, medicine, potatoe flour, preserves, and rice.

This port sull labours under the disadvantages referred to in my Report 
of Lat; and I believe that a mueb larger trade would be carried on here 
could merchants have access to the city of Chao-chou-foo, as there most 
‘of the wealtiy Chinese merchants reside, a few of whom only engage in 
trade through agents at Swatow, but who, I have every reason to believe, 
would embark more extensively in commercial transactions could greater 
security be obtained for the conduet of goods from hence to the interior, 
and ‘ice versa, but which are subjected at present to the heavy mulets 
levied by the villages near which the produce has to pass. The desire to 
possess the power of levying black mail at Swatow itself rote to such a 
height during 1864 that the surrounding villages engaged in warfare to 
‘obtain this end during the whole year. On the arrival of steamers or 
ships Chinese passengers, these, on leaving their vessels, have been 
fought for in the harbour among the shipping, and fre-arms discharyed 
most indiscriminately. At preseut the village of Swaboe has obtained the 
qwastery, and holds the monoply to levy these demands, 

Until Chao-chou-fuo becomes accesible to foreign merchants, not 
much more than the present business can be done on the river running to 
the north-west of Swatow ; but it appears to. me that a small tug-steamer of 
light draught would answer well to tow down from the sugar district, on 
‘the brauch of the river running to the west of Swatow, boats loaded with 
sugar; and such anarrangement, | presume, the Chinese authorities would 
make no objection to, especially as such steamer would not have to pass 
Chao.chou, the city opened to trade, but would ply between it and 
Swatow. The distance is about thirty miles, and boats at preseat cannot 
tmauage this under two days, as the river is narrow and tortuous, though 
deep; and if it be blowing from the north-east, these boats are often 
detained for two or three days longer. A steamer of this class would also 
‘ue useful in towing both in andout of the port vessels in calm weather. 
This service could be performed, I fancy, for a very little over the pilotage 
charged, viz., 8 dollars per foot, 

A considerable trade has sprung up during the year 1864 with Saigon, 
tie French port in Cuchin-China, ~The demand for rice has principally 
caused this. 

There are but few foreign merchants at this port, the Chinese prefer- 
ting in most instances to manage their own affairs; many of whom, on 
chattering foreign vessels, employ as supercargoes Chinamen brought up 
it Singapore, aud understanding the English language, by which measure 
e ily of employing a foreiga firm is avoided.

$1x,—I had the honour to receive your circular despatch of the 28th of 
October, in which Her Majesty’s Consul is informed that discredit neces- 
sarily attached to those Consular officers who havo neglected to forward 
the Trade Returns, Yet it was clearly impossible to prepare them in an 
office so short-handed as this has been; and, so far as I can ascertain, no 
commercial reports or returns have been prepared at Ningpo during the 
past three or four years, notwithstanding that the trade has increased enor- 
mously, as the following figures will show :—According to the Returns of 
1859, the latest on record in the office, the number of vessels of all nations 
that entered the port was 203, representing a tonnage of 45,305 tons, while 
in the year 1863 the number had increased to 1,554 of 252,587 tons. In 
like manner the imports and exports, which in 1859 did not exceed 
together 1,500,000 dollars at the outside, in 1863 amounted to 23,000,000 
dollars in round numbers; and there is reason to believe these figures, 
large as they are, will be exceeded when the results of the present year’s 
trade are published.

Thus 1864 shows a large increase in the amount of tonnage cleared at 
this port. British shipping has fully availed itself of this advantage, the 


amount employed being very nearly double the average of the last five 
years, 
“tthe large demand for rice in China, together with the almost total dis 
appearance of United States shipping from these waters, account in a 
great measure for the extended employment of British vessels. 

here has also been a considerable augmentation in the tonnage of 
Hanseatic vessels employed at this port. 

In 1863 the total tonnage was 8,048, which in 1864 has risen to 21,12: 
These vessels are peculiarly well adapted for this trade, as, having been 
built with a flat floor and good amount of beam, they are able to carry their- 
cargoes on a light draught of water. ‘Thus vessels of a considerable carry 
ing capacity are able to load inside the river, and the cargoes are saved 
the extra expense incurred when conveyed in lighters to those vessels that 
have to load outside the bar. 

The average depth of water on the barat spring tides is 12 feet 6 inches. 
The charge for lighterage to vessels loading outside is 7 cents of the 
dollar per picul of 133 Ibs.

‘Many of these versels have been constructed in Bangkok by native car- 
penters. Those built during the last four or five years are fully equal 
to the average of European vessels. 

‘They are built of teak and well coated with chunam under the copper 3 
although their planking is only fastened to the timber by spike nails, yet 
there are very few instances, even where they have met with typhoons, 
that they have damaged their cargoes. 

‘The remainder of the vessels owned by Siamese have been purchased 
from foreigners. 

‘Phe principal qualities looked for are a good carrying capacity, with a

This Table shows that in 1864 the imports have exceeded those of the 
two preceding, as, indeed, they have of all former years. There is, how- 
ever, nothing further remarkable in the increase, aé all the articles usually 
imported into Siam have fairly shared in it, As most of the goods have 
been imported from Singapore, it is impossible to state exactly their 
nationality, but from a glance at the Table it can easily be inferred that 
by far the greater and more valuable part are of British origin. 

Exports. 

Rice.—The export of rice during the year 1864 amounted to 
125,507 tons. 

‘The increased demand for this grain in China has already led to an 
extension of its cultivation, and will doubtless lead to more. The price 
at which it sells is ruled entirely by the demand in China, and the growers, 
who usually bring their own produce to market, must have realised very 
large profits during the last few years. 

‘he average price during the last year has been 300 per cent, higher 
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than it was before the Treaty of 1855. The land on which the seed is 

sown belongs to the King, and the rent cbarged is £2. 10s, per acre. In 

good seasons the return from the seed is ninety-fold. 

‘There is no system of inrigation, the natives trusting entirely to the 
rains or the overflowing of the rivers for the necessary moisture. 

‘Maoure is not used, and the fields are seldom left fallow. The ground 
is, therefore, not so prodacties as it could be made, nor is new land brought 
ato cultivation at the rate which might be expected. 

The extended cultivation has been merely on the land which was 
formerly allowed to remain fallow. Thus, a person having, say ten acres, 
used formerly to cultivate five, and leave the rest fallow for tbat year; 
now he cultivates the whole ten yearly, The land in the vicinity of the 
rivera and canals is now mostly taken up ; but there can be little doubt, 
that owing to the increased fertility of the new land, it will be found 
profitable to cultivate it. The constant employment of the se ground, 
as above alluded to, will also necessitate new land being brought into 
cultivation. 

Only one crop is sown in the year. 

Teak.—The Siamese Government have now withdrawn all obstacles 
placed in the way of foreigners who wished to engage in the inland teak 
trade. They have also allowed foreigners to rent and work the jungles in 
which the teak trees grow. 

Thave, therefore, no doubt but that a very large trade in this timber 
will spring up during the next two or three years. 

Bangkok possesses some considerable advantages over Maulmain as re- 
gards the facility with which the timber can be brought down to it, {have 
also been informed by those who have visited the forests from which Maul- 
main is supplied, as aleo the forests from whence the timber is brought 
to Bangkok, that in the latter the trees are both more abundant and of a 
larger size. This last fact is one of considerable importance, as, I be- 
lieve, good lengths of teak plank, say G0 to 70 feet, are much required in 
England. There is here no difficulty in finding trees of large girth of 
even greater lengths that that above stated. 

‘Their transport from the spot where the trees are felled to the water, by 
which they are brought down to Bangkok, is the great difficulty. At pre- 
sent the sole means used for dragging timber in the forests is by elephants. 
‘These animals are not even assisted by blocks or pulleys, which, it appears 
to me, would much facilitate their work at a heavy pull, as would rollers, 
and, doubtless, many other expedients hitherto unemployed. Whether 
‘steam power could be profitably used is a question which will doubtless be 
solved betore long, but the great inequalities of the ground will, I fear, 
militate much against it. Those foreigners who have obtained leave to 
work a jungle havea certain tract made over to them, and the payment 
agreed upon is two rupees for each tree felled. 

In order to work a jungle properly an outlay of about £4,000 would be 
requisite for the purchase of elephants, hire of labour, &c. 

‘Those that have not so large a capital at their disposal could enter into 
contracts with the chiefs of the different districts, who, having much 
manual and elephant labour at their disposal, will, I am sure, be found 
willing to bring the logs to the water and hand them over to the purchaser 
at the rates agreed on. In Siam proper the jungles are under the super- 
intendence of the Governors of the districts; in the Laos provinces they 
are the private property of the chiefs, of whom there are five or six in each 
province. 

‘There are numerous other descriptions of wood in Siam applicable to 
shipbuilding, but with the exception of “mai takien,” the prices are as 
high as that given for teak, and the great ease with which the latter is 
worked, together with its well known character for durability, will clways 
give it the preference. 

‘The “ mai takien” above alluded to can be had in lengths up to ninety 
feet. It is a very durable wood, particularly under water, is easily worked, 

and its elasticity is such that 2-inch planks can be fastzned on to the 
timbers of vessels without the necessity of steaming it. It is to be had in 
great abundance all along the coast. The present price is high, as the 
business of bringing it to Bangkok is entirely in the hands of Chinese. 
The profit which they reap from the transaction must be great, as they 
charge exactly 100 per cent. more for it in Bangkok than it can be bought 
at even forty miles distant down the coast. 

\ _ Suyar.—For many years past the production of sugar has been gradually 
decreasing in Siam,” The heary tazation to which, ia all stages of its pro 
duction, this article was subjected, is undoubtedly the main cause of its 
decrease, 

This can be easily understood when it is known that the land on which 
it was grown, the cane itself, the mills and boilers used in its manufacture, 
and the boats in which it was brought to Bangkok, all and each were taxed, 
and that not lightly, These taxes, after repeated applications from this 
Consulate and other quarters, have at last been taken off, with the ex- 
ception of that on the land, which is 2s 10d. per acre, and that on the 
boats is collected on all boats, however employed. 

Within the last three months a large steam sugar mill has been erected 
in the Nachon-chaise district. The native sugar manufacturers are, I 
believe, now aware of the great advantage it possesses over their own 
mills, therefore others will probably be ordered. I am informed by those 
who ought to be well capable of giving an opinion that the land in the 
‘Na-chon-chaise district is peculiarly well adapied for the growth of the 
cane, and, as the same soil prevails over a very large surface, there is no 
Salid'reason why Siam should not take high rank amongst the sugar- 
producing countries of the world. The cane is that known as the Salangore 
cane. 

Cotton.—It is very difficult to obtain any reliable information as regards 
the extent of the cultivation of cotton in Siam. 

This country, like most others in the East, is doubtless capable of pro- 
ducing large quantities of the plant, and it is merely a question as to 
whether its cultivation will give a higher profit to the growers than many 
other atticles ‘which the soil is also able to produce. Under the present 
high prices it probably does, and the fact that the amount brought down 
to Bangkok in 1864 was 13,000 piculs of clean and 7,000 unclean, against 
7,200 of the former and 4,550 of the latter in 1863, msy be taken as 
evidence thereof. This cotton was grown at a considerable distance from 
Bangkok, in the northern part of Siam, and Chinese emigrants {rom the 
Inland of Hainan are the principal, if not the sole, cultivators,

From the information I have been able to obtain (for I have never 


visited the district myself), both the cultivation of the plant itself and the 
means employed in picking and cleaning the cotton are of the rudest de- 
scription. A patch of jungle is cleared, generally a new one every year, 
whereby much good timber is destroyed. ‘The ground is lightly hoed, and 
the seed sown broadcast at the time that rain is expected. 

Nothing further seems to be done until the plant has grown up. ‘There 
is a small quantity of cotton, about 3,000 piculs, grown in Samui, an 
island in the Gulf of Siam, but so quiet has this been kept by the Chinese 
that it was unknown to any European in the place until one month since, 
when it was discovered by a person whom | had sent there to get infor- 
mation. It has hitherto been exported to Hainan. 

As it is hardly probable that the present high price of cotton will long 
continue, as the article grown in this country is of an inferior deseription, 
and could not be improved without a considerable expenditure of capital 
and labour, neither of which requisites are likely to be available in this 
country, at least for some time to come, I think it may be safely concluded 
that the supply of cotton from Siam will not be for many years of any 
importance, 

Siam has many other productions, but, with the exception of sapan 
wood, of which the supply is large, the amount produced has hitherto been 
small, which may in some measure be taken as a proof that to supply them 
is not found sufficiently profitable to induce much labour to be employed 
in the business. I therefore think that for some time to come the principal 
productions of Siam will be found to be rice, sugar, and teak. 

The production of the rice, as I have before stated, has much increased, 
and the export trade in thia article bas become one of considerable im- 
portance. 

I believe this in a great measure arises from the fact that when the 
Treaty of 1855 was made, it was agreed that the duty on this article should. 
be paid by the exporters. The tax-gatherers have thus had to deal with 
Europeans who would not be imposed upon, and the native producers 
were freed from these harpies. 

It is otherwise with sugar, which was subjected to an inland duty levied 
on the manufacturers, who, doubtless, are often imposed upon. 

With regard to teak no provision was made, aud it therefore became a 
monopoly in the hands of one of the King’s brothers, who so dealt with 
the matter that during the last three years the supply has been very far 
short of the demand. I have prevailed on the Siamese Government to 
allow foreigners to embark in the business of bringing timber to Bangkok, 
paying a duty of 20 per cent. of its value on arrival at Bangkok, and I 
have great hopes of seeing a very flourishing trade spring up. Until the 
present any large logs were seized for the King, and the Governors of the 
towns on the river by which the timber passed were also in the habit of 
taking a log or two from each raft for their own use. 

Population. —The population of Siam Proper can only be guessed at ; 
but I imagine it must be about 4,000,000. It consists of native Siamese, 
Chinese, Cochin Chinese, Laos, Pequans, Burmese, and Malays. 

With the exception of the Siamese and Chinese, the others are descen= 
dants of the prisoners taken by the Siamese armies in former times, Of 
these various peoples the Chinese seem to me to be the only one at present 
on the increase. Far more industrious than the rest, the women prefer 
them as husbands, and as they do not exact the same amount of work from 
their wives that a Siamese husband would do, the mother has more time 
to attend to her offspring. 

‘The consequence is, that more of their children arrive at the age of 
maturity than those of the Siamese and other inhabitants of this country. 

The female descendants of this race are in dress and appearance similar 
to the Siamese; the males, growing the Chinese tail and dressing similar 
to their fathera, are not easily distinguished from the native Chinaman. 
From this breed have sprung the native merchants of Siam, who are also 
for the most part the farmers of the revenue. 

The European and American resideats in this place are in number 
about 200 persons. 

‘There are eight mercantile houses, two ship chandlers, three steam rice- 
mills, and two steam-tug proprietors, Besides these there are twenty-two 
firms managed by natives of Surat and Bombay, some of which have 
considerable capital at their disposal ; and also a large number of Madras- 
sers, principally from the neighbourhood of Pulicat and Nagore, engaged 
as shopkeepers in Bangkok and some of the large towns of Siam, as well 
as doing a pedlar business throughout the country. 

I had hoped to have had a table of the different taxes levied in Siam 
ready for this report. They are, however, so numerous, and | may say.in 
a measure so undefined, though not unfelt, that | have as yet been unable 
to thoroughly complete it. Twill, therefere, eontens myself with stating 
that the natives of Siam are, I am certain, more heavily taxed than any 
other people in the world. 

‘There is a carpenter working in the [room in which I am now writ~ 
ing, and this is his story, which 1 know to be true. He is the descendant 
of parents who were taken prisoners in a raid made by the Siamese into 
Sacoy about forty years ago. He is therefore what is called the King’s 
slave. He receives from the Royal Treasury the sum of sixteen ticals 
(£2) ayear. For this he owes four months’ service in the year. 

‘The right to employ this man’s service has been given to one of the 
King’s officers, and to this officer the carpenter pays twenty-four ticals 
(£8)a year. He therefore pays a personal tax of £1 sterling a year. He 
has a small garden in which there are five durian trees; on each of these 
trees he pays a yearly tax of one tical, besides taxes on other trees, amount- 
ing to two ticaisand a-half a year. He therefore pays on the produce of 
a garden not an acre in exteat the sum‘of 195, 3d. a year. He keeps a 
boat in which his wife takes the produce of this garden to market, ‘This 
boat is 18 feet long, and he therefore has topay a tax of 74. Gd.a year 
‘on the boat. When his wife gets to market and has sold her fruit, &c., 
she finds that everything in the way of eatables which she has to purchase 
for her husband is also taxed, in some cases 30 per cent. . 

The greatest evil of all, however, is the Government gambling shops, 
which are planted all over the place, and where nine-tenths of the people 
Jose the little savings their rulers have left them.

THE JAPANESE AT THE COPPER MINES AT 
ALDERLEY. 


In compliance with an invitation given some time ago by 
Cuaruzs E. Procter, Esq., of Macclesfield, the chairman of the 
Alderley Copper Mining Compavy, to Mr. Rye House and 
the Japanese gentlemen under his care, as well as to Mr. 
Epwarp Cranks, the Portuguese Consul for Kanagawa, Japan, 
a numerous party assembled on Saturday last to view these 
extensive mines. During the time occupied in lighting up the 
subterranean galleries and caves—which for this occasion were 
illuminated “ algiorno”—the Japanese guests made a minute 
inspection of the works above ground, which comprise a 
powerful apparatus for crushing the sand stone into powder, 
which being cast ivto cisterns filled with muriatic acid 
in solution, soon yields to this powerful agent what 
is called liquid muriate of copper. During the drying 
process which succeeds, there results a fine granular powder, 
dark purple in colour, pungent to the smell, and in appearance 
very much like common brown emery powder; this is the 
tmuriate of copper, and contains about eighty per cent. of metal, 
which is then put up into casks ready for sale. ‘The inspection 
above ground having, in the meantime, been satisfactorily ac- 
complished, a general move was made towards the inclined plane 
leading to the mouth of the mine. At this time the company 
in waiting to enter the mine numbered about ove hundred 
persons, all of whom were gratified to learn that Lady Sranter 
of Alderley, Lady AspeRLey, and other members of this much 
esteemed and noble family, had signified their pleasure to 
witness the illuminations of the inner works and galleries. 
Her ladyship, escorted by the chairman and other 
officers of the works, led the way into the mine, and were 
followed at a short distance by the guests and a strong 
muster of the fair sex and other residents of Alderley and 
Chorley. Shortly after entering the first gallery a general 
halt was called by Mr. Osporns, the oxperienced captain of 
the mine, who wisely recommended a little delay until all 
should be accustomed to the partial obscurity which prevailed, 
notwithstanding the glimmering lights from numerous candles 
which wore affixed over head and on either side, A sensation 
of satisfaction pervaded all the spectators on finding that the 
galleries and passages were so spacious and high as to admitof 
pedestrianising with complete facility, in many places the paths 
being sufficiently wide for walking three persons abreast. 
After this the party emerged into a large chamber, the 
dimensions of which could not be scen at first; but this 
was from time to time accomplished by the miners perched 
aloft, burning magnesium wire, which lit up tho cavity and its 
ramifications with surpassing effect and brilliancy. From this 
point the works appeared to make a sudden dip downwards ; 
still the path was never impracticable, and walking was con- 
tinued with pleasing facility for perhaps a quarter of a mile 
farther, which led to the largest cavity of the mine, prettily lit 
up with innumerable candles and impromptu chandeliers, This 
spacious cavern, which is about half a mile underground, was 
very brilliantly illuminated with blue lights, magnesium wire, 
as well as rose, yellow, and white port fires; and at this, the 

















culminating point of interest, the Japanese could be seem 
gliding with alacrity into the different lodes or subsidiary gal- 
leries from which the copper stone is daily being extracted in: 
large quantities. The spectators were here entertained for afull 
quarter of an hour with such a variety of illuminating effects as. 
elicited frequent exclamations of gratification, and gradually as 
light after light disappeared in a blaze of brilliancy the com- 
pany retraced their steps back to the cheerful light of da; 
Subsequently the invited guests of the chairman assembled at. 
the Queen’s Hotel in Chorley, where a sumptuous repast was. 
provided, to which ample justice was done by all, including 
the Japanese visitors, who handled their knives and forks and 
ate and drank like men who had never in their lives done 
otherwise. After the cloth was drawn the Chairman, 
C. E, Procrer, Esq., in feeling and appropriate lan-- 
guage, proposed the health of her Majesty the QUzEN,. 
aud the Lady of the Manor of Macclesfield, which having 
been most loyally responded to, was immediately followed 

by that of his Majesty the Trooon of Japan. Only a short 

interval had elapsed when the Chairman again called upon. 
the company to fill their glasses, and after expatiating at some 

length on the gratification he had experienced in having had. 
it in his power to show some attention to the representatives. 

of the Prince Satsuma during their short stay in this neigh-- 
bourhood, begged to propose the health of his Highness the 

puissant Prince of Satsuma, and also that of his representatives 

then present, This was briefly replied to in the Japanese- 
language by Mr. SHEKKI, and was then rendered into good- 

English by Mr. Takaki.

He hegged- 
to propose the health of Mr. Epwarp Cuarkz, the Portuguese 
Consul for Japan. Mr, CLARKE in reply would not refrain from 
referring to the generous manner in which his friends in this 
locality had responded to his earnest desire that the heads of* 
the important mission sent by Prince Satscma to this country” 
should be shown everything of interest connected with this his 
native country, and he had no doubt whatever but that the 
cordiality and goodwill which had been exhibited by everybody 
to these illustrious visitors would bear good fruit in due season.

THE SINGAPORE SCREW PILE PIER. 

We have had the pleasure of inspecting the drawings fon 
the Screw Pile Pier about to be constructed at Singapore by 
Mr. George Wells of Westminster; Mr. George P. Bidder. 
past President of the Institution of Civil Engineers, being the 
consulting engineer. When the work is completed it will be 
the finest construction of iron in the Far East, and will supply 
a want that bas been felt since the foundation of the settle- 
ment. At present, as is well known, the shipping anchor at a 
distance of about a mile from the town. The beach is long 
and shallow, and the object of this work is to enable vessels 
to load and discharge their cargoes with expedition, and with- 
out risk of damage in lighters, by means of four lines of rails 
carried out to the end of the pier—a distance of 6,590 feet, 
or upwards of a mile and a quarter from the commercial centre 
of the town. The construction is to be of the same material 
as the Madras Pier, which has been so successfully carried 
out under the management of the contractor for this new work, 
There are no engineering difficulties to contend with at Singa- 
pore, and the work will, therefore, be finished in much less 
time than would otherwise be the case. The screw piles are of 
iron, 20 to 48 fet in length and 4 to 6 inches in diameter ; alb 
to be formed of solid malleable iron, braced with T iron in such 
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‘a manner as to form a structure of singular grace, fulness, and 
strength, with no element of decay about it, such as would in 
the tropics appertain to a structure of wood or any other 
material than solid irou. The present slow and old-fashioned 
process of loading and-discharging the numerous vessels that 
frequent the port will be entirely changed by the appliance 
of numerous steam cranes along the lines of rail; and 
ships will be enabled to moor alongside the pier at berths more 
or less remote from the town, according to the draft of 
water, There will be not less than 24 feet at low water along 
the end of the pier, where an iron-roofed store, a thousand feet 
in length, is to be erected. So amazing has been the increase 
of trade at this most important Fastern mart, that by the last 
official returns the tonnage of square-rigged vessels arriving 
and departing reached the gross amount of above two million 
tons, It is easy therefore to form an estimate of the pro- 
bable traffic and consequent profits likely to accrue to the 
company, now registered under highly respectable auspices to 
carry out this urgently needed undertaking, which will have to 
obtain from the local Government in the first instance a fitting 
space for their warehouses and depots. The provisional 
list of directors is formed of names that are a suflicient 
guarantee for the interests of the proprietary being carefully 
attended to, and when the company has so far progressed with 
the works as to bein a position to receive dues, we have no 
doubt those who invest in this undertaking will be amply 
satisfied with the yearly dividends. The contractor guarantees 
interest for two years at five per ceut., by which time the 
company will be in the receipt of a regular and haudsome in- 
come, It is :avst gratifying to record the progress of our 
Eastern possessions at all times, but this enterprise stands 
forward as the best proof that could be desired of the value 
and importance of the Straits Settlements now about to be 
transferred from the Indian Office to our Home Government. 
We shall expect to find the people of Singapore readily avail- 
ing themselves of so good an opportunity for investment, and 
taking good care that oly a fair proportion of the shares are 
left. to residents in England. The ground necessary for the 
undertaking has been applied for by a committes of four of the 
most respectable merchants in Siugapore, who have authority 
from the Pier Company to take the steps necdful for promoting 
its interests. We hear it is intended to reclaim all the 
waste beach between ‘Tanjong Mallang and the Fish Market by 
means of a sea-wall filled in behind wiih earth, This will cer- 
tainly be a very gveat improvement to the town, besides ren- 
dering of high value that which is now worse than useless being 
positively an eyesore at low water. There will thus be ample 
Bpace provided for warehouses and other purposes of trade ; 
and when tho iron pier stretches its graceful structure out 
into the centre of the shipping, Singapore will have added 
another to its many claims for being considered the grand 
emporium of the commerce of the Far East. 


FRANCE AND THE FAR EAST. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Paras, Sept. 1. 

The Paris papers have spoken of the new Ambassadors who 
have just arrived from Japan, and for a few days the terms of 
the announcement remained uncontradicted. An application 
made to the Government has resulted in the information that 
the new comers have no ambassadorial character; they are simply 
agents charged to visit France and England and to study 
Western civilisation and industry, and recommend such 
improvements as may suggest themselves to their minds as 
applicable to their own country. The mission consists of : 
Shibata-Huigano-kami, Government commissioner ; Midzousina 
Rakutaro, chief secretary ; Shioda Saburo, secretary interpreter; 
Fomita Tateudo, attache ; Obana Sokunoske, commissioner ; 
Foukutchy-genutchy, interpreter, making, with their suite, nine 
persons in all. Shibata-Huigano-kami is said to bea man of 
Position and intelligence, whose visit is likely to afford useful 
results. Such a mission is calculated to be of more use in the 
state of affairs between Japan and the Western Governments 
than political embassies, which are naturally limited in the 
extent of their observation and fettered by veremonious 
regulations. 

The Moniteur contains some remarks on the closing of the 
gambling houses in the French concession at Shanghai, an act 
which, says the writer, will call forth nothing but applause, but 
which may give rise to serious difficulties. It raises in fact a 
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fiscal question which must be solved without loss of time, or 
the resources of the concession will be placed in jeopardy and 
the municipal services interrupted, which would be a still 
greater evil than that which has been put down. The income 
from’ the tax on the gambling houses is stated to have amounted. 
to three hundred thousand francs, or twelve thousand pounds. 
No monetary difficulty, says the writer in question, could 
possibly outweigh the high morality which dictated the suppres- 
sion of these houses to the Consul-General; and the new 
budget drawn out by M. Bremer de Montmorand will, it is con- 
fidently anticipated, meet all the urgencies of the case. 

The French complain terribly of the irresistible love of ap- 
propriation inherent in the Aunamite mind, and, if the following. 
be not an exceptional case, the complaint is well founded. 
Rear-Admiral Baron d’Arricau brought a young Annamite 
home in his ship, and found the boy an admirable servant, 
full of intelligence and activity. Scham, as the lad is named 
(says the Admiral), could attend a dinner of fifteen or twenty 
persons without any assistance, and perform the service with 
more facility than two Frenchmen or three Englishmen. All 
Scham’s good qualities were however negatived by his extreme 
love for what did not belong to him; in the space of three 
months he stole the Admiral’s shirt-studs, a gold eye-glass and 
chain, a watch, a gold medal, and five hundred francs in gold— 
his taste was evidently auriferous, Some of the coin was found. 
upon him, but the jewellery could not be traced, and in spite 
of entreaties and threats, nothing could be got out of Scham 
either ky the Admiral or the Abbé Pernon, who acted as in- 
terpreter ; so, much against the wish of the former, the lad 
was taken before a magistrate, There was considerable difficulty 
in ascertaining Scham’s age; be said he was nineteen, but he 
looked like a boy of fifteen; the Abbé thought he might be 
eighteen or nineteen, but the Court gave the young scamp the 
benefit of the doubt, declared him to have acted without dis- 
cretion, and sent him to a house of correction for a twelvemonth.. 

A battalion, consisting of six hundred men of the first 
regiment of Infantry of Marine, has just been despatched to 
reinforce the French troops in Cochin China, 





SILK IN FRANCE. 
(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT.) 

The scarcity of silk continues to cause great inconvenience 
and uneasiness, the stock of plain manufactured silks at Lyons 
is said to be small, and fancy goods do not find a ready market. 
The smallness of the sales arises principally from the high 
prices asked, and the same applies to raw silk, which manu- 
facturers object to take at the rates fixed by the holders. The 
dearncss is attributed to the Japanese and Chinese, who are 
supposed to be thoroughly well-informed as to the condition of 
Europe in this matter, and to be speculating on the disastrous 
condition of French, Italian and other silk growers; and hence 
the firmness of the markets and the rise in prices at Yoko- 
hama and Shanghai. So much for the opinion of the French 
economists, who, unfortunately, rarely look an economic question 
fairly in the face, snd too often disregard the simple law of supply 
and demand in their difficulties, What demand there has been 
at Lyons of late has been chiefly for Japanese silk; of Chinese 
there is a very small supply. Generally, the amount of busi- 
ness at Lyons is estimated at not more than half of what it 
was at the same time last year. 

The double meaning of the French word carton has given 
rise to an error with respect to the fraud which has been per- 
petrated in connection with Japanese eggs. Carton signifies a 
paper or pasteboard box as well as a piece of pasteboard or 
cardboard, and it should be explained that it is not the boxes 
of the Acclimatization Society which have been bought up 
filled with worthless European eggs and then sold as Japanese, 
but the pieces of cardboard themselves, upon which the Japanese 
eggs are fixed, and which are marked previously to the deposit 
of the eggs with large Japanese characters. Of course such a 
fraud was likely to be successful, as few would suspect the 
deposit of French eggs on these old Japanese cards. Thean- 
nouncement that the French authorities in Japan will, in future, 
affix a special stamp or mark, with the date of the year, on all 
sheets of silkworms’ eggs to be sent from Japan, by persons of 
all nations, without any charge, and, further, that instructions 
as to the precautious to be taken in the arrangement and trans- 
port of the precious seed will be given to all who apply for them, 
has given great satisfaction, 

An exhibition of insects useful and injurious to man is now 
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open in the Palace de [Industrie in the Champs Elysces, and in 
it there are some interesting collections of the thousand-and- 
one industriously mischievous creatures that feed on our trees, 
vines, cereals, plants, and other things—not forgetting our own 
precious bodies—and of the means employed for their destruc- 
tion; but the two heroes of the exhibition are bees and silk- 
worms. With the former we have nothing to do here, but the 
* apiarist will doubtless find much to interest him. Those who 
wish to see the Bombyx cynthia or Ailanthus silkworm in almost 
every stage of development will find it worth while to visit the 
exhibition, where hundreds of these beautiful creatures are feed- 
ing and spinning, while hosts of the great moths are busy 
laying eggs for another generation; there are also large 
quantities of cocoons and specimens of the silk, raw and dyed. 
Some of the results exhibited are those produced directly 
from the Japanese eggs, while others aro those of insects 
of the third and fourth geveration in Europe. In addition to 
the Ailanthus worms may also be scen, feeding on the same 
kind of tree, other worms produced by crossing the former with 
the Bombyx Arrindia, We were present the other day when 
M. H. Givelet, who has bred the Ailanthus silkworm for four 
or five years at the Chateau of Flamboin, delivered a lecture 
‘on the subject, and the deep interest it excited proves the im- 
portance that is attached to this new and hardy worm. In the 
exhibition may be seen the apparatus used by the brecders of 
these worms in France, the methods of arranging the cocoons so 
as to allow sufficient air for the development of the chrysalis, 
and of keeping the moths while depositing their eggs, all in 
positive use, and therefore supplying more information at a 
glance than could be obtained from a dozen volumes of de- 
scription. Ina postscript to a printed report on the culture 
of the Ailanthus worm, M. Givelet says that he has already 
20,000 cocoons of this ycar’s production in his stores, and that 
he estimates those still on the trees in his plantation at about 
threo times that number. M. Givelet promises to publish a 
full account of his experiments, with hiuts for the cultivation 
of Ailanthus silk on a large scale, during the coming winter.

The French press has of late been more prolific than our 
own in the production of works having special reference to the 
Far East, We select for notice the following":— 

Revue Orientale: Paris. 8vo.—The ninth volume of this 
publication has recently appeared and contains a large amount 
of matter relating to the Far East, It includes, amongst other 
papers, the address delivered by Professor Leon de Rosny, the 
editor of the Revue, at the opening of the Imperial School of 
living Eastern tongucs, on the study of the Japanese language. 
M. Leon de Rosny tells in simple language all that is known 
respecting the origin of the Japanese people and of their lan- 
guage, dwells with gusto upon the attention which these people 
have given to the study of the exact sciences, pays a high tri- 
bute to their ability, and shows how promineutly they stand 
forth amongst all the nations of the East in energy and the 
desire for progress, quoting, amongst other things in support 
of his views, the saying of one of the Japanese Ambassadors 
in Europe :—“I cannot sleep now when I think what liberties 
are at present denied to my country ;” and urging the study of 
the Japanese language, of which he is one of the most accom- 
plished masters, as one of the surest means of furthering the 
true political and commercial interests of the European world in 
relation to the Far East, M. J. Umery gives a succinct account 
of the Cochin Chinese money of the dynasty of Ngouyen, 
with cuts of six different coins. M. Stanislaus Julicn supplies 
anote on the inscription of Teng-Koung, which he thus trans- 
lates :—“ This tomb, overshadowed by tufted trees, has existed 
for 3,000 years. Alas! the Prince Teng will one day inhabit this 
residence.” The last paper in the volume consists of the annual 
report of the Société dP’ Ethonographie, which is growing rapidly 
in importance, and gives much of its attention to the Kast. In 
addition, the volume in question contains a considerable amount. 
of miscellaneous matter, illustrated by well-executed plates, fac 
similes of ancient documents. Appended to the review is a 
useful list of works on Oriental subjects published in France, 
Eugland, Germany, Holland, Scandinavia, and India, 

Tableau dela Cochin Chine, by E. Cortambert and Leon de 
Rosny: Paris, R.8vo, This is another work published 
under the patronage of the Ethonographical Society and not so 
recently as the above, but it is scarcely known in England, and 
Contaius a large amount of interesting and useful information, 





and a large number of well executed cuts illustrated of Cochin- 
Chinese manners and customs. 

Collection Ethnographique: Paris, Quarto—This is a serial 
publicetion of photographs, from the life, of examples of the 
various races of the human family, published, under the auspices 
of the Ethonographical Society of Paris, by its President, the 
Marquis d’Hervey-Saint-Denys. The figures are entirely nude, 
aud taken in three positions—front, back, and side views; the 
photographs are six or seven inches high, and are executed with 
great care. The four numbers issued represent a Chinese, a 
negro, a half-caste woman born of Indian and negro parents, 
and a Portuguese Jewess,

HOLLAND. 





Rorrenpas, Sept. 8. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

There is no political news of any importance; the dead 
season prevails still, and the journals can fiud nothing to in- 
terest their readers but the cattle plague, which made its 
appearance here after some cattle were returned from the 
London market, because they could not be sold at the price 
fixed. Rigorous measures are taken by our Government, and, 
as the plague prevails only in two of our provinces, we flatter 
ourselves wita the hope that it will spread no further. You 
will remember that Mr. Thorbecke, the premier, was in Dresden, 
when the plague broke out. ‘Ihe Opposition are earnest in 
telling the public that this plague reached this country because 
the Minister neglected his duties. This may show you of what 
nature are our Tories. . 

All the members of the Royal family have returned to the 
Hague. It is said that the Prince of Orange will make a trip 
to Paris within a few weeks—perhaps after the Princess Anua 
Murat has thoroughly recovered from her late accident. 

If Lam well-informed, the Minister of the Colonial depart- 
ment is discussing with the Governor General the question of 
augmenting the staff of functionaries in India, As the 
States General will be opened within a few days (on the 18th) 
the truth or falschood of this on di¢ will soon be proved, 
because most important colonial questions will be debated 
immediately Parliament has re-assombled. Ihear that the Bill 
about the cultures will be discussed among the earliest. 

A very interesting brochure was published to-day by Mr. 
Nosse, who was banished from the East Indies because he 
issued some mutinous articles, In my next I will give you 
some extracts of this important publication. 

‘The Dutch Indian Steam Company was brought forward at the 
Hague on the 27th August. The aim of this company is to estab- 
lish a steam-packet line between Europe and our East Indian 
possessions, ‘The capital is fixed at 3,600,00Cf1., with power to 
increase it to 7,200,000f1,, in shares of 1,200fl. The managers 
are Messrs. William Patrick Andrew, of Montague-square, Lon- 
don ; David Begg, of Canons-park ; George Ponton Gunnis, of 
Glasgow ; William Mackinnon, of Glasgow ; John William May, 
Netherlands Consul in London ; Henry Oliver Robinson, Civil 
Engineer, of London ; and Robert Salmond, banker, of Glasgow. 
Offices will be opened at the Hague, London, and in Nether- 
lands India. 

A-series of decrees, rendered necessary by the Treaty of 
Commerce and Navigation between Holland and France, were 
issued some days ago. The most important enacts that Dutch 
vessels arriving in France from British Possessions in Europe 
shall be treated like French, English, Belgian, Swedish, Norwe- 
gian, Bremen, Hamburg, Lubeck, and the Grand Duchy .of 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin, arriving from the same possessions. 
The other decrees enact that the French flag has the 
same rights as the Dutch, in reference to the trade with 
Java and Sumatra ; that goods of Dutch origin or manufacture, 
imported into France otherwise than by land, or under the Dutch 
or French flag, shall pay 25c. the 100 kilogrammes, when they 
are free from import duty in France or have to pay less than 
3f. the 100 kilogrammes ; and the surcharges set forth in the 
law of 28th April, 1816, when they have to pay mare than 3f. 
The decrees further enact, that the stipulations in the treaties 
of commerce between France and England, Italy, Belgium, the 
Hanse Towns, Sweden and Norway, Switzerland, the Zollverein, 
Spain, and Mecklenburg-Schwerin are applicable to Holland, and 
that the stipulations in the treaty with France are applicable to 
the said States,

HAMBURG. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
SEPTEMBER 7, 

Dr. Petermann, of Gotha, a well-known German geographer, 
having lately offered a reward of 1,000 to 2,000 dollars to auy 
German who would sail from a German port before the end of 
August to reconnoitre the whereabouts of the pack-ice to the 
north of Spitzbergen, and between the meridian of that island 
and Nova Zewbla, preparatory to a great German exploration 
of the Arctic Seas, to be seut out in the spring, to endeavour to 
reach the North Pole, Capt. Werner, a scientific officer of the 
Prussian Navy, offered totakethe command in person, provided he 
could obtain from his Government permission to do so, with two 
months’ leave of absence from his ship, which is stationed at Kiel. 
He further offered to pay all the expenses of the expedition out 
of his own pocket, in case the sum could not be raised in any 
other way. But this latter sacrifice on his part was not re- 
quired, as an appeal to the German public has been so success- 
ful,—the Senate of this city heading the list of donations with 
the munificent contribution of 2,000 dols.—that the subscriptions 
amount to more than the sum required. ‘The Prussian Naval 
Minister, however, thought proper to refuse Capt. Werner’s 
request, and the expedition was then confided to two Hamburg 
merchants, captains of experience in Arctic navigation, and an 
iron screw steamer of 150 tons and 40-horse power was 
chartered for the voyage. Somo delay having been caused by 
her preparation it was not till the 30th of August that she 
arrived in this port ; but such was the energy displayed by the 
gentlemen of the committee formed here, that she was pro- 
visioned, coaled, and supplied with’the needful stores and instra- 
ments so quickly that she was abie to sail the next day—being 
the latest period available to claim the reward offered by Dr. 
Petermann. The expedition was accompanicd by three 
naturalists, to make different scientific researches. The vessel 
was to sail direct for Hammerfest, in Norway, near the North 
Cape, and within the Arctic Circle, where it was proposed to 
reinforce the expedition by some of the hardy fishermen of 
that port, who frequently, in the exercise of their daily calling, 
sail up to Spitzbergen, sometimes even in open boats. 

I regret to add that the expedition kas suddenly come 
to grief. Whilst the officers of the steamer were sitting at 
dinner, and before they were out of the Elbe, three severe 
bumps were felt, and it was found that the shaft was 
broken. Signals of distress being made to the first 
steamer passing in from sea, the captain bore down and 
took off the commander of the expedition, bringing bim up to 
Hamburg, whence be despatched a steam-tug to tow up the 
disabled steamer that had anchored near Cuxhaven, As the 
vessel must be docked to have a new sbaft put in, a delay of 
at least a week or ten days must take place before she is in a 
condition to go to sea, and then it will be too jlate to do 
any good, as in those high latitudes their six months’ 
night sets in on the 23rd of September, and it would be 
useless and dangerous to be groping about in the dark 
amongst icebergs in unknown waters; the expedition 
is postponed till the spring. 

The accounts of the Fair at Nijni-Novgorod are anything 
but favourable. Complaints are made that the wholesale 
trade is dull and the retail trade still moreso. Of dried and 
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preserved fruits but little is to be had, in consequence of the 
small number of Persians who have arrived, and who usually 
bring considerable qusntitics of those commoditics, From 
Bekhara, too, but few people havo come, probably owing to the 
unsettled state of affairs in that country. If they don'tarrive soon 
it will be bad for the Russian dealers, as last year they were 
unable to liquidate all their claims and credit wasgiven them till 
the present fair, as the prices of cotton were so unremunerative. 
Moreover, in former years, the landowners of the 
surrounding country used to make purchases of many 
articles and lay in stocks to last them from fair to fair, 
but now their pecuniary affairs are in such a poor 
condition that they are unable to buy at all. A good deal of 
Persian cotton has arrived, but it is inthe hands of commission 
houses. The silk trade, too, is dull, though it may improve 
towards the end of the fair, as the Asiatics before returning 
home usually buy silk articles to take home with them as 
presents to their relatives and friends. The prices are from 
25 to 30 per cent. dearer than last year, and the manufacturers 
assure their customers that the wholesale prices of raw silk 
have risen 60 per cent. On the other hand, there is a brisk 
demand for cotton piece goods, and fair prices are realised. 
The tea trade is quict, but it may also improve, as the principal 
buyers had not yet arrived. 

The Zoological Gardens in this city have just received a 
beautiful leopard and some jelarangs, a present from Mr. 
Mooyer, of Singapore.

STEAM SERVICE BETWEEN SAN FRANCISCO AND 
HONG KONG.—The United States Postmaster-General has 
accepted the tender made by the Pacific Mail Steam-ship Com- 
pany for the mail steamship service between San Francisco and 
‘Hong Kong, touching at Honolulu, Sandwich Islands, and 
Kanagawa, in Japan, as authorised by Act of Congress. The 
compensation for the twelve round trips out and back is 500,000 
dols, The company is to build four first-class side-whcel steam- 
ships, of from 3,500 to 4,000 tons burthen each, and the first 
steamship of the company is to leave San Francisco for China 
on or before the 1st January, 1867. The term for the contract 
is ten years from the date of the commencement of the service. 
The distance from San Francisco to Hong Kong is 7, 050 
miles, and from San Francisco to Kanagawa, the nearest coal 
depot, is 5,475 miles, The average rate of speed of the steam- 
ships is not to be less than 200 miles a day.

THE PENINSULAR AND ORIENTAL STEAMER“ COREA.” 

On the 28th ultimo the following communication was received from. 

China, relative to the missing company’s steamer Corea which, it is feared. 

foundered, with all on board, during a fearful typhoon : 

“Peninsular, and Oriental Steam Navigation Company's Office, Hong 
Kong, July 11, 

“To the Managing Directors, London. 

“ Gentlemen,—It is with the utmost sorrow that I have to inform you 
that the company’s steamer Corea is missing, and that the greatest fears 
are entertained of her having perished in a typhoon which she is known. 
to have encountered on the night of the 29th ult. She was despatched 
from this port on the evening of the 29th at 6 o'clock, on the usual east 
cuast voyage to Swatow, Amoy, and Foochow. For some days previous 
the heat had been very intense, the barometer inclined to be low, and the: 
weather had the unsettled appearance it has so common here at thisseason 
of the year. Still there was no striking indication of immediate bad 
weather, and at the moment of leaving Captain Bird expressed his belief 
that if it should blow at all, it would be nothing more than a monsoon 
breeze. ‘This was at 6 o'clock, and the suddenness with which the storm. 
burst on the coast may be gathered from the report of a steamer called 
Orislamme, which left this only two hours before the Corea, and narrowly 
escaped foundering, having been more than once on her beam ends, and 
with ber fires extinguished, and several feet of water in her hold and 
engine-room. Tis has been verified by reference to the officers of the 
Orislamme. so there is no doubt of its correctness, 

“ The intelligence of her not having reeched Swatow was first brought. 
to me very early on the morning of the 8h by the Azoff On hearin; 
that the Corea was missing, Captain Baker very properly obtaine 
immediate despatch from Swatow, and came down as clusealong the coast 
as it was safe for the ship to do, but without obtaining any tidings of the 
missing steamer. 

“I then applied to the Admiral for a gunboat to visit the various bays 
between this and Swatow, and made inquiries of the Chinese authorities 
whether any seamen had been wrecked onthe coast. But there happened 
at the moment to be no vessel of this class ready for sea, I at once de- 
spatched the Azoff'again on this errand, sending in her an armed party of 
sailors and marines, with a lieutenant in command, whom the Admiral 
placed at my disposal, as on many parts of this piratical coast it would be 
dangerous to land without due protection, 

“My instructions to Cuptain Baker were to visitall parts of the coast as 
high as Swatow, and on arriving there, if no intelligence had been obtained. 
to induce him to proceed elsewhere, he is to retura to this port in a more 
easterly direction, and on his way to examine Pratas Shoal, if by any 
emote possibility the (or-a might have been driven there, 

Besides the Corea, there is also another steamer missirg, which left 
this port four hours before her on the same voyage—the Chanticleer, 
belonging to Mr. Douglas Lapraik, 
either. 






































No traces of this hus been heard of 
In estimating the chauces of the Corea having escaped, the fact 
of another steamer being missing is not favourable, tor where either of 
them safe the probability is that in the 12 days which have elapsed since 
the gale she must have been heard of. The direction of the wind and 
current has been continually from the south, and this fact is also ominous, 








as had the steamer run off in the only safe direction, viz., south to east, 
the prevailing wind, even had she been disabled, would have driven her 
towards the coast ag The only ground of hope then appears to be 
that she may have been dismasted, or her machinery also disabled, so 
that progress of any kind is for the time impossible. 1 cannot hold out 
this as a strong hope, but I deeply regret to say it seems the only one 
which professional men entertain, taking all the circumstances into 
consideration. 

“The Corea had on board a very small cargo, and only three 
European passengers besides the Commander's wife, Mrs. Bird. That 
lady had only been there a few months, but she was in delicate health, and 
Captain Bird asked to be allowed to take her to Swatow on a visit to 
some friends. Of the other passengers one was Mr. Noble, manager of 
the Agra Bank, one was a Portuguese, and one a German. 

“T communicate these details with much pain, and would gladly 
smother the fears I have been compelled to express were the hopes of 
safety greater; but it is my duty to narrate the plain truth, however pain- 
ful. "It is the common dread, and one which I cannot but share, that an 
avvful catastrophe has befallen these two steamers within a few hours of 
their leaving this port. Ihave the honour to remain, gentlemen, your

LOSS OF THE “COREA” AND “CHANTICLEER.” 
(From Mitchell's Muritime Register. ) 
Our readers will see in our impression of to-day a notice of the supposed 
loss of the steamer Corea, one of the Peninsular and Oriental Company's 
ficet, and of another vessel named the Chanticleer, on the coast of China ;

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‘Dut, brief asthe account is, it contains all that is known respecting these 
vessels up to the receipt of the latest advices. It has been furnished by 
Mr. Sutherland, the company's agent at Hong Kong, and is fully cor- 
roborated so far by all the telegrams received by the managing directors 
up to the vlose of the last month. The Corea was employed on the 
coasting line between Hong Kong, Swatow, Amoy, and Foo-chow, and 
at 6 in the evening on the 29th of June, left Hong Kong on her ordinary 
voyage. Four hours earlier the Chanticleer, belonging to a house in 
Hong Kong, left also for Swatow. Neither ship has since been heard of. 
From a report furnished by the Oriflamme, we collect that a vessel, sup- 
posed to be the Corea, was seen about 11 p.m. It was then blowing a 
gale from the northward, with a rising sea. It would appear that about 
fourteen or fifteen hours after the Corea had left Hong Kong—that is, 
between 8 and 9 on the morning of the 30th June—a terrific cyclone 
burst upon the town and harbour of Hong Kong, carrying everything be- 
fore it, and driving vessels ashoi id foul of each other in all directions. 
‘The gale raged at its height for about six hours, and we fear the list of 
casualties we have received is by no means complete. Business at 
Hong Kong, we are told, was, during this visitation, and indeed during 
the whole of the 30th, entirely suspended; and, up to the time the last 
mail left, vessels were arriving reporting casualties which had befallen 
themselves, or which they had witnessed. 

‘The occurrence of a typhoon in the China Seas, at certain seasons 
of the year, is not an event which is likely to take any one by sur- 
prise accustomed to the navigation of those seas. There is, however, 
this peculiarity about the tempest in which the Corea is reported to 
have perisbed—it appears to have come on with little or no warning. 
The asmospheric disturbance which commonly precedes a typhoon is 
well marked, and the barometer falls rapidly many hours before the 
cyclone sets fairly in. In this case, however, up to 6 o'clock in the 

fernoon of the 29th of June, there appears to have been no pre- 
monition of the approaching storm. “For some days previously 
{writes Mr. Sutherland] the heat had been very intense, the barometer 
inclined to be low, and the weather had the unsettled appearance it 
has so commonly bere at this season of the year. Still there was no 
immediate indication of bad weather, and at the moment of leaving, 
Captain Bird, of the Corea, expressed his belief that, if it should blow at 
all, it would be nothing more than a monsoon breezt Our own report 
from Hong Kong of the same date is quite reconcilable with this state- 
ment. It says that the barometer bad been gradually falling on the even- 
ing of the 29th, and that during the night the sky assumed a lurid aspect, 
with frequent discharges of vivid lightning. These, unquestionably, were 
all indications of an approtching storm, but they probably presented them. 
selves after the Corea and the Chanticleer had left the harbour of Hong 
Kong, and bad passed out to sea. According to the log of the Oriflamme, 
the weather outside at 6 p.a.—the hour at which the Corea left Hong 
Kong—gave' no indication whatever of acyclone, There wasa gentle 
breeze from the westward, with along rolling swell fromthe S.E. Ac- 
cording to this account, the typhoon commenced at 11 p.m. with a gale 
from the N. The barometer then stood at 2960. Three hours after- 
wards the barometer had fallen to 29 30, and at 4.40 a.m. on the 30th 
of June the wind flew suddenly round to S., blowing aburricane. From 

this point the cyclone drew away towards the westward, and so passed off 
barometer showing 28-56. Another report gives the barometer 

28 15, the lowest reading which we find in any of the accounts yet received 

‘of this remarkable storm, It would seem that the indications of the 
approach of these typhoons differ considerably in different localities. A 
number of vessels left the harbour of Hong Kong on the same evening as 
the Corea and the Chanticleer—some earlier and some later—but none 
‘of them appear to have had any premonition of the approaching hurricane. 
If they had, there can be little doubt that they would not have ventured 
out to sea. The facts connected with this typhoon seem to be sufficiently 
peculiar to be made the subject of scientific investigation. It has been 
witnessed by so many vessels, all of whom appear to have kept very ac- 
curate logs of its characteristics, that little difficulty would be experienced 
in the collection of the necessary data, on which to found conclusions 
which might add materially to the knowledge already possessed respecting 
these sudden and terrible atmospheric disturbances, and which appear to 
acquire their greatest intensity in the Eastern Seas. 
































TEA. 
( Travers’ Circular, Sept. 2.) 

There have been no public sales this week of either Chinese or Indian 
Teas. Privately there is more doing business at rather firmer prices ; the 
home trade demand is much stronger, and export requirements for good 
green teas and uncoloured Japans still increase. If it were not for the near 
approach of the arrivals of the new season’s tea, the market for the finest 
Kinds would probably wear a stronger aspect than it docs, but, as in pre- 
vious years, many are waiting for the new teas. Fine Monings and 
Kaisows are now becoming extremely scarce; broken leaf is in request 
for the home and export trades. Green Teas have been freely placed 
upon the market, but as yet little business has been done, the high price 
asked preventing large sales. The Board of Trade Returns just pub- 
dished show an increase in our exports during the seven months ending 
‘uly Bist of 1,982,390 Ibs. over the corresponding period last year; but 
the increase in the quantities entered for home consumption during the 
same period ll more considerable, amounting to 5,285,772 lbs. This 
contemporaneous increase in the exports and home consumption of tea 
Presents a marked contrast to coffee, where one ascends as the other 
descends, with all the regularity of a well-assorted balance. 

By the last advices from China we learn that the exports of tea to England 
up to the present date have been 20,352,600 Ibs., against 20,813,100 Ibs, 
at the corresponding period last year, showing a decrease of 460,500 Ibs. 
‘This triding falling off is, however, only temporary, as very large supplies 
are expected this season, and it would appear that political affairs could 
alone interfere with shipments. Some little alarm, therefore, has been 
caused by the rumoured capture of Peking by a new set of rebels, the 
Nyen-fei. Should the report, which seems destitute of foundation, be 
eventually confirmed, it may have the effect of producing a temporary ad- 
vance in the price of teas; but all previous experience of Chinese civil 





















wars warrants us in believing that there 
intercourse on that account, and that, whatever party may be in actua 
possession of Peking, the Chinese will continue to bring forward their 
supplies of tea as usual. To the natives, however, a revival of the evils 
of the late civil war must be most disastrous, by the impediments offered 
to the cultivation of the tea lands, and by the exactions alternately levied 
by the contending parties, We may form some idea of what the native 
trading community are likely to suffer in war, from their sufferings in peace. 
The report of the English Consul at Swatow gives some particulars which 
show to what extent extortion must have been carried :—“ The desire to 
possess the power of levying black mail at Swatow itself rose to such a 
height during 1864, that the surrounding villages engaged in warfare to 
obtain this end during the whole year. On the arrival of steamers or shi 
with Chinese passengers, these, on leaving their vessels, have been fought 
for in the harbour among the shipping, and fire-arms discharged most in- 
discriminately. At present the village of Swabée has attained the mastery, 
and holds the monopoly to levy these demands” (p. 201). On the other 
hand, the foreigu merchant loses all idea of seeurity for his merebandise, 
inasmuch as he knows it to be liable to seizure by the rebels in the one 
case, and in the other, subject to a partial forfeiture, in the shape of illegal 
duties, even at the hands of the legitimate Chinese rulers. For, in the dis- 
cussion of Chinese affairs, it must always be borne in mind, how despotic 
and irresponsible is the rule which the mandarins are permitted to hold 
over the provinces committed to their charge; provided only they are 
able to remit their apportioned amount of revenue to the Court to which 
they profess allegiance, it matters little from what sources it may have 
been derived. Thus the Mandarins are often called upon to meet the 
pecuniary exigencies of a government which finds it difficult to make its 
ordinary revenue keep pace with an increased war expenditure ; and what 
method so easy and expeditious as an additional tax levied upon the Eu- 
ropean merchant? In this way we may account for the seeming ineffi- 
ciency and supineness of the Chinese Government in affording redress 
where the interests of foreigners were concerned, a fact more than once 
alluded to in the Consular Reports from China. But another circumstance, 
of even more moment to the British merchant in China than the success or 
discomfiture of Imperialists, Nyen-fei, or Taipings, is the gradual en- 
eroachment of the Chinese upon the trade carried on, hitherto, almost 
uninterruptedly by the Europeans. Not only have they succeeded in partly 
wresting from us the coal-carrying trade and the import trade into many of 
the ports, such as those of Hankow, Tien-tsin, Kiu-kiang, and other 
places, but they have even commenced a rivalry with European merchants 
in the export trade. Availing themselves of the superior facilities which 
they must, as natives, necessarily enjoy, and emul i 

the British merchant, they have already made large 
Foochow and elsewhere to England, without English intervention.

It is, 
of course, immaterial to English buyers whether the shippers in China are 
their own countrymen or Chinese ; in fact, it might, to some extent, be 
an advantage that the goods should be forwarded by the Chineso; as if 


sent by them, it would tend, in the long run, to reduce the price of tea 
by saving the profits of middlemen. 

Turning from our own trade to that of America, we see that the ex- 
ports of tea from China have been this season 1,468,500 Ibs. inst 
186,700 Ibs. at the same time last year, an increase of 1,281 bs. 
which may be accounted for on the supposition that during the continu- 
ance of the ciyil war, shippers in China were reluctant to risk their goods 
in the American market, and, consequently, the greater part of the eary- 
ng trade fell into our hands, the Americans obtaining their supplies from 
England instead of direct from China. Now, however, that peace is re- 
established, trade will flow into its former channel, and America will once 
more obtain her supplies direct from China, From Japan the exports 
from the Ist of June have been 13,590 lbs,, against 49,626 Ibs. last year; 
a decrease sufficiently accounted for by the interruption to trade caused 
by the disputes between the Tycoon and Prince Satsuma. 

With regard to the quality of the black-leaf,the reports from China are 
far from favourable, as fine teas are very scarce ; the samples of the second 
crop, too, are said to be inferior to those of last year. The explanation of 
this is to be songhtin the fact teat the teamen, in their anxiety to par- 
ticipate in the benefits. of the reduction of duty, have exercised undue 
haste in pressing their teas forward; so, though the arrivals from the rit 
ports are tolerably numerous, buyers decline to purchase at present prices, 
expecting to seea fall, The quality of the Green Tea bas been so very 
unsatisfactory, that no purchases have taken place forthe English market. 
A small quantity bas been shipped for America at former prices; but in all 
probability these will be the last until the arrival ofthe new crop.
